The Kit 

At the end of the 1990s, to the 
delight of the VVS modellers and 
enthusiasts of l/72nd scale, a 
number of manufacturers finally 
issued the whole array of 
Sturmoviks. The 11-2 single-seaters 
were produced by Dako-plast and 
Toko, although both actually 
represented different versions. Toko 
opted for early series all-metal 
version, while Dako-plast issued the 
late series version with wooden 
wings and rear fuselage. Please note 
that although this was initially 
previewed as being 'ex-Dako-plast* 
this is not the case, as this model 
from Smer is an all-new tooling. So 
what is so special about Smer's kit? 
Well, it neatly fills the gap between 
the Toko and Dako kits providing the 
single-seater Sturmovik of the mid- 
production series fitted with metal 
wings and wooden rear fuselage. This 
model was produced roughly 
between September 1941 and 
February 1942. Reportedly, some of 
these aircraft were still in use in the 
hard winter of 1943. 

The kit comes in the standard 
side-opening Smer box. The parts are 
moulded in light gray plastic and 
feature engraved panel lines 
throughout (thank you Smer!). The 
panel lines are not as fine as on the 
latest kits by Revell and Hasegawa, 
but still well done. Smers kit is the 
only one offered with optional skis. 
These skis are rather well done and it 
is therefore a shame that the decals 
in the kit do not allow a 
ski-equipped 11-2 to be built! 
Apparently, Smer reserved this 
option for its 'High-Tech' boxing of 
this kit. 

Instructions 

On the first two pages there is a short 
description of the aircraft in three 



languages (Czech, English and 
German), while most of the 
instructions elsewhere on these 
instructions are in no less than six 
languages! The text (if you ever read 
it) is rather controversial, as the 
technical data differs sometimes 
from that provided in other sources. 
The construction guide is in eighteen 
stages and is quite clear. Painting 
information is only provided for one 
machine; the other is shown on the 
back of the box. The colours are 
listed by the Humbrol range, but 
there is no information on the 
correct colours for the weapons or 
propeller blades? 

Construction 

The construction starts with the 
cockpit area. Having seen most of the 
11-2 kits, I can confidently state that 
in this respect Smer beats everyone 
else. If you decide to built a model 
with a closed canopy, you have got 
everything you need (except seat 
harness, which can be easily 
scratchbuilt). For an open canopy the 
cockpit would benefit from some 
aftermarket detail parts. As 1 
understand it, in the 'High-Tech* 
version of the kit, Smer supplies a 
photo-etched fret that would resolve 
this issue. The instrument panel in 
this kit is provided as a decal and, 
initially, I was surprised by the 
strange brown colour for this item? 
Researching the type proved that this 
may well have been the case and I 
therefore 1 used it. Smer*s colour 
suggestion of Humbrol 64 for the 
cockpit interior is incorrect though 
as it should be metal primer. 

Putting the fuselage together 
caused a problem, especially around 
the top air intake. These parts just 
did not fit and the fuselage halves did 
not come together properly as a 
result. I had to cut and sand down 
significantly the air intake to fit it 
between the fuselage halves. 

The only other major construction 
problem was in the area of the wing 
to fuselage joint. Smer proposed a 
rather unorthodox system there, and 
I wish I could say it worked well. No 
amount of dry-fitting could achieve 
a good join, so I resorted to the 
simple solution of filling in the gaps 
with Milliput. 

The rest of the construction went 
well (not much of it left anyway). 
After the painting the undercarriage 
and weapons were attached. I did not 
find the way to tackle the 
undercarriage assembly suggested by 
the instructions to be "user -friendly' 



and opted for separate installation of 
each part of the undercarriage into 
its correct location (starting with the 
main legs) and it worked very well. 
This is not to say that others will not 
find the instruction system 
unworkable, it was just that I 
preferred my own method. 

Smer supplies two kind of bombs 
and rockets for external stores in this 
kit. 1 decided against using the 
bombs supplied with the kit - they 
only remotely resemble the real 
things and do not have proper racks. 
11-2 had four bomb bays for carrying 
small calibre bombs, so I assumed 
that those were used instead of the 
external load. The supplied RS-82 
rockets are far too big for this scale. 1 
have used the ones from the kit, but 
will replace them as soon as I lay my 
hands on a proper aftermarket set. 

Now there are some small 
alterations and additions required to 
make your 11-2 'Hunchback' look 
right. First of all the front intakes are 
just lumps of plastic on this model. To 
make them look right, drill them out 
and reshape to the correct profile. No 
rudder and ailerons mass balances are 
present in this kit so you will have to 
scratchbuilt them. They are actually 
shown on the picture in the 
instruction sheet, so that can be used 
as a rough guide. The machine guns 
would look much better if drilled out 
and replaced by either tubes or 
stretched sprue. Gunsights and 
undercarriage indicators can be added 
to the model and will also make it 
look much more realistic. On, on my 
model I also changed the structure of 
the ribs on the middle section of the 
canopy. Smer provides the canopy for 
the earlier type with two ribs on the 
sides, which I sanded down and 
replaced with the single one on the 
top. The later exercise is not really 
necessary as I am sure that some of 



the mid-production machines were 
fitted with the earlier type canopy. 

Colour Options 

Smer offers two colour options, one 
in a summer scheme and the other in 
a winter scheme: 

• The winter two-tone camouflage 
represents an aircraft flown by N. A. 
Zub, a Hero of the Soviet Union. It is 
very possible that Zub flew an 
aircraft of the mid-series, but Dako- 
plast and some of the Russian 
sources think that he had an 11-2 of 
the later series fitted with wooden 
wings. The photographs of the 
aircraft I have seen to date do not 
allow you to make a definite 
conclusion on the matter. If you do 
not have this aircraft in this scheme 
yet, you may well go for this colour 
option. The other thing to keep in 
mind is that most Russian sources 
consider that the black Cyrillic 
inscription 'Smert Fashistkim 
Okkupantam!' was painted only on 
the starboard side of Zub's machine. 

• The second option is a two-tone 
summer scheme with allegedly 
wartime inscription on the sides of 
the fuselage. Smer does not provide 
any unit or pilot details and the 
scheme by itself gives me very strong 
doubts about its accuracy. I personally 
have not seen any photographs of an 
11-2 (outside of the photographs of 
the prototype) in two-tone 
camouflage. Most of the machines of 
the period sported three-tone 
schemes. I would not advise you 
choose for this option at all. 

Well, as I have already built an 11-2 
with Zub's markings, I had to find an 
alternative scheme that would suit a 
mid-production single-seat 
Sturmovik. After a prolonged search 
1 opted for 'Yellow 6\ a machine 
flown by Major Borodin, in the 
winter of 1942. Photographs of this 




machine were published in 'Krylia 
Rodiny* magazine number five in 
1994. This aircraft had the standard 
three-tone summer camouflage with 
white-wash applied over it in an 
irregular pattern, although the front 
part of the aircraft was not painted 
in white at all. The numeral was 
taken from my spares box and the 
stars came from the kit's decal sheet. 
(Please, note, that this aircraft is 
shown on the cover of AJ Press 
Monografie Lotnicze #22 '11-2, 11-10* 
book, however the type of the 
aircraft depicted there is incorrect). 

As the instructions do not provide 
any information on the colour of the 
propeller blades, I think it would be 
useful to mention that for this series 
of the aircraft they were black with 
white inscriptions on them. Some 
aircraft though might not have had 
the inscriptions though. The bombs 



should be painted medium grey with 
thin stripes on them corresponding 
to the type. The RS-82 rockets were 
normally not painted and were of a 
natural aluminum colour. The wheel 
wells and cockpit interior should be 
painted the colour of metal primer 
(Humbrol 78 would be a close 
match) but very often the interior of 
wheel wells was sprayed in the same 
colour as the underside of the 
aircraft. 

Decals 

The decals went on the gloss surface 
without any problems and had a text 
book reaction to the usual decal 
solutions. The density and register 
were also of top quality. 
Unfortunately, Smer does not include 
any sort of stencilling seen on the 
real aircraft on their decal sheet. 
Decal Rating = 9/10. 



Accuracy 

According to Modelist Konstruktor 
the wing span of the real aircraft was 
14.6m. The wing span of the model 
is 203mm which is spot on! The 
length of the aircraft was 1 1.65m, 
which once scaled down would be 
approximately 162mm. The length of 
the model is 164mm which is 2 mm 
too long. The discrepancy in the size 
though might be due to my 
measurements (far from ideal). 
When put near the Dako-plast model 
the difference in length is impossible 
to spot and overall it really does not 
make sense to cut a perfectly good 
plastic kit to lose the odd millimetre. 
All the panel lines on the model 
correspond to the drawings in 
Modelist Constructor. 

Conclusion/Recommedation 

Despite some problems with the fit 



and a poor selection of colour 
schemes, the kit builds into a nice 
model. I was very pleased with the 
end result. The finished model 
captures the rugged look of the 
'Hunchback* very well and would be 
a very nice addition to any collection 
ofWS or WWII aircraft. Still, 
having the choice, 1 would 
recommend you buy the 'High-Tech' 
version because with the minuscule 
difference in price you get the same 
plastic, a much better set of colour 
options and the photo-etched fret. 
The later would be extremely useful 
in the cockpit area and would thus 
allow you to complete the model 
with an open canopy.

The Kit 

This kit of the Bristol F.2b by Roden, 
comes in their usual wonderfully 
produced colour end-opening box. 

Inside was a bag containing four 
sprues of light grey plastic, displaying 
superb moulding and detail, and 
almost no flash at all. 

One of the most impressive things 
about this kit is the superb 
Rolls-Royce Falcon engine which can 
be left uncowled so that all the (really 
excellent) detail can be seen. 

Instructions 

The assembly instructions come as a 
comprehensive twelve page A5 
booklet and are clear and easy to 
follow with a step-by-step breakdown 
of all the options. There are five 
different decal options and two 
different colour schemes shown, 
together with a Humbrol colour 
reference. 

Construction 

The instructions start with the 
observers gun ring and then move on 
to that amazing little engine. At only 
an inch long and comprising nearly 
twenty parts, this little thing is a kit in 



its own right! I decided early on that I 
would display the engine separately 
from the plane, and set about making 
a stand for it. I added the engine to 
the mounts and the firewall from the 
kit and mounted it on an aluminium 
rod set on a plastic base. 

The engine was painted in 
aluminium and copper, with a black 
wash to bring out the detail. 

Moving on to the cockpit, this can 
be painted in wood brown with an 
aluminium fuel tank, red leather seats 
and black controls. I was surprised to 
find that the aircraft sides did not 
quite meet, and the fuel tank needed a 
little sanding down for it to fit. Do 
not forget to add the spare Lewis gun 
magazines before you close the 
fuselage sides. If you are adding the 
engine to the fuselage, you need to 
decide whether to cut open the engine 
cowl or just to hide the engine inside. 

The next stage is to add the tail 
surfaces and landing skid, and then 
it's on to the wings. 

The design of this aircraft is rather 
unusual as the bottom wing is not 
attached directly to the fuselage, but 
rather sits slightly below it on short 
supports. You will need to add the 
undercarriage and fuselage supports, 
together with the upper wing 
supports to the lower wing section, 
and then join it to the fuselage. It is 
best if the upper wing is left off to 
ease painting. Next the cockpits can 
be masked and the whole plane 
primed with Halfords grey primer. 
Once dry the engine cowl and upper 
decking must be masked as this will 
remain grey, while the rest of the 
aircraft and top surfaces of the wings 
can be sprayed dark green. 

The underside of the wings can be 
sprayed linen white and the wing 
supports dark grey. Wheel centres are 
dark green. 

All that remains is to add the 
exhaust pipes, propeller, observer's 



gun ring and upper wing, and the 
build is complete. A good coating of 
Johnsons Klear, and it's time for the 
decals! 

Colour Options 

There are two colour options given 
for this aircraft, these being dark 
green and grey with linen under wing 
surfaces, and a matt white fuselage 
with dark green engine cowling. 

Decals 

The decals are superb on this sheet, all 
being in register with good colour 
density. There are plenty of options, 
even one that proudly proclaims 
'Presented by the government of 
Zanzibar' on the fuselage side! The 
decals are nice and thin and setde 
down well. 
Decal Rating = 10/10. 

Accuracy 

The dimensions given in the 
Complete Book Of Fighters, give the 
length as 25ft 10in, and the span as 
39ft 3 in. The kit scales up slightly 
under at 25ft and 37ft 6in respectively. 




Conclusion/Recommendation 

Apart from the slight fit problem with 
the cockpit parts, this was a very good 
kit to put together. The level of detail, 
especially that superb engine, makes 
this kit a must for all WWI aviation 
fans. Another item of note is the way 
in which Roden always have a picture 
and history of a famous pilot on the 
box art. Very informative, and it helps 
to bring the subject to life. Superb all 
round!

The 

The kit comes in PM s normal box 
with bright yellow sides and border 
on the top and bottom. A colourful 
painting of the Me 328 is on the top 
and bottom with two small line 
drawings showing the two versions of 
the kit you can make (shown the 
wrong way round i.e. the VI is called 
the V2 and the V2 is called the VI ). 
On one side there are three images of 
kits from PM's Luft *46 model range. 
All the wording is in English, very 
clear and precise. Inside the well 
designed packaging, there is a sealed 
clear bag which contains the 

instructions, decals and the important 
part, a single spur of light grey plastic 
which holds 16 parts. These have a 
little flash on them and some 
moulding marks along their edges 
where the two halves of the mould 
meet and don*! line up precisely. All 
the parts have fine recessed panel lines 
and PMVtextured' finish (a little like 
fine wet 'n dry). There is a single clear 
canopy on a separate spur; its a little 
chunky, but there are no panel lines 
engraved and as with the rest of the 
moulding there was a little flash 
around the edges. 

Instructions 

They come very clearly printed on a 
single sheet of paper; on one side 
you get a black and white copy of the 
box artwork, a very brief history of 
the aircraft and the dimensions for 
the VI and V2. This comes in English 
and German with the German 
version of the history being more 
detailed. Then comes a colour and 
decal plan for both versions (they are 
the same). PM do give you a full 
paint manufacturers list, Humbrol, 
Tamiya, Xtracolor and Gunze 
Sangyo. On the other side are the 
construction drawings, with only 
nine parts making up the aircraft 
they are not too complicated to 
follow, with each version being 
shown separately, however, they are 
the wrong way round again. 

Construction 

With just nine parts going to make 
up the aircraft, PM models are not 
stretching the limits of construction 



skills here. First of all I started with 
the cockpit which consists of two 
parts, the floor, seat and rudder 
pedals are moulded as one (part 1 ) 
and a control column (part 2). With a 
coat of paint it doesn't look too bad, I 
used Humbrol Tank Gray (67) 
washed with matt Black (33) and 
drybrushed with Light Gray (64). At 
this stage I made up some seat belts 
out of Tamiya's excellent masking 
tape, painting them in Khaki Drill 
(72) and highlighting the edges in 
Black (33) again using Humbrol 
paints. Then the control column was 
fitted and lo be honest it looked quite 
good. At the same time the inside of 
fuselage was painted in the same 
scheme as the cockpit floor; there is 
no detail at all on the side walls, in 
fact there's no side wall to speak of! 
How the real aircraft looked I don't 
know, but bear in mind this was a 
prototype and a glider, so I doubt if 
there was a lot 'going on inside the 
fuselage. Next the cockpit was glued 
to one fuselage half (part 4) and then 
the other half of the fuselage (part 3) 
was fixed. The fit could be better as 
the panel lines don't mate too well 
and part 3 is somewhat smaller at the 
rear along the bottom, which leaves a 
lip of just under 1 mm, which is 
nothing the liberal use of Humbrol 
Model Filler will not deal with. Next 
to be fitted were the wings, in my 
case parts 7 & 8 for the VI with full 
length wings, (another set of wings 
are provided [parts 12 & 13] for the 
shortwinged V2). A dry run showed 
that the slots in the fuselage wing 
roots needed to be opened out as 
they're in the wrong place for the 
wings to fit flush. You also need to 
clean up the joint on each wing 
where there is a slight lip where the 
moulds were misaligned and the 
right wings (part 7) attachment tab 
needs thinning at its bottom. Once 
this is done the wings fit quite well, 
(as the span is 2.5mm short you may 
want to insert a plug at this stage) the 
wings needing a small amount of 
filler to blend in with the fuselage. 

We now come to the tailplanes, 
which are way too thick. The best 
thing to do here is just to replace 
them with ones from a Bf 109 as they 
are the same, the stock parts needed 
cleaning up as they suffered from the 
same problems as the wings, but 
again once fitted, glued and the gaps 
filled with filler, were of a robust fit. 
Last of all you can fit the canopy, 
which was a one-piece affair so it 
should have been a simple fit, but 
there was a very noticeable gap 
around the whole thing, the only way 
to solve this being to build up the 
fuselage around the cockpit with 
filler, fit the canopy with Humbrol 
Clear Fix, clamp it and leave to cure. 
Then fill the remaining gap with 
filler, sand down to blend the canopy 
with the fuselage and finally pick out 



the framing in Humbrol Tank Gray 

(67) and that's it simple 

Joy of joys PM have seen fit not 
only to give us the attachments parts 
(9, 10 & 1 1 ) for fitting the Me 328 on 
to a mother plane (which should be 
a Dornier Do 217E) but a static 
display stand as well, which is made 
up of three unnumbered parts and is 
a little under size. No mention of the 
stand or the Mistel style attachment 
is given in the instructions, which is 
a bit daft and bad planning and 
design by PM Models, however it s 
not too hard to work it out, even for 
the novice modeller (I think this 
oversight is because the Mistel bit 
relates to the Airfix release of this kit 
with their Do 217E last year? - Ed). 

Colour Options 

You get just one, for both versions; 
green on the upper surface and light 
blue below. The colour 
recommended of the upper side is 
RLM 71, PM give a wide range of 
shades from Humbrol HG 2 (not 
made for years) or 30 (I feel 1 16 is 
just a bit closer), Tamiya XF-65, 
Gunze Sangyo H64 and Xtracolor 
X205. The lower surface choices are 
Humbrol HG 5 or 65, Tamiya XF-23, 
Gunze Sangyo H67 and Xtracolor 
X202. In the end I went with 
Xtracolor, two coats of each were 
applied by brush (Humbrol size 8), 
with the kit then put to one side for 
around a week for the Xtracolor to 
cure. The control surfaces were then 
picked out in thinned Humbrol 
Gloss Black (22) and the panel lines 
in thinned Humbrol Matt Oxford 
Blue ( 104). As the Xtracolor is of a 
gloss finish there was no need to 
varnish the model before the decals 
were applied. The kit was then 
finished off with an over-spray of 
Polly Scale's water-based clear matt. 

Decals 

A huge improvement over previous 
offerings from PM. You get just the 
basics: six crosses and a pair of 
swastikas all of which were of a high 
gloss finish with a very good colour 
density, however the black was 
printed just a bit off centre. The 



carrier film was clear, a change for a 
PM model, and the decals settled 
down very well with no silvering with 
the help of Micro Sol. PM models 
have made the effort so its a shame 
about the slight misalignment, but 
overall I was impressed. 
Decal Rating = 8/10. 

Accuracy 

It took some time and effort to track 
down the specifications for the 
Me 238 V] and V2 glider, but in the 
end 1 came across a very informative 
book 'Secret Wonder Weapons of the 
Third Reich' by J. Mirando and P. 
Merlapo. It has a very detailed and 
useful section on the Me 328. So 
what have we got? The kit has a 
length of 96mm, which scales out to 
6.91m instead of 6.97m and a span 
of 1 16mm, which gives us a scaled 
up measurement of 8.35m instead of 
8.53m. I can live with the kits span 
being 2.5mm too short and a length 
just over 0.8 of a millimetre off; the 
main thing is that it looks right and 
it's simple to fix the wings. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

What we have here is a very simple 
but relatively accurate kit of one of 
the more workable German projects 
of WWII. As far as I'm aware this is 
the only model of the VI 8c V2/3 
gliders in 1/72 scale for the Me 328 
program, so it should look very nice 
along side the Huma kits of the Me 
328A 8c B, or if anyone has an old 
Airfix Do 217 lying around you 
could give it a new lease of life (just 
as Airfix themselves have done, as the 
PM kit is available with their Do 217, 
however without the stand or the 
smaller wings of the V2/3!). 

Full marks to PM models for once 
again producing a model of a 

somewhat obscure subject, but one 
of interest to many Luftwaffe fans. A 
kit for anyone into modelling 
prototypes or Luftwaffe aircraft, it 
would also make an excellent first 
time kit, recommended to all.

The Kit 

This was the first injection moulded kit of the 
Chinook in l/144th scale. Moulded on four 
main sprues of dark 'Olive Drab' plastic, the last 
of which provides all the equipment, aerials, etc, 
specific to the version provided by the kit. There 
is plenty of detail for the scale, including a 
reasonable interior with the option of open 
cabin door and drop-down rear ramp. There is 
a combination of very fine raised and engraved 
detail and even the smallest parts are completely 
clear of flash. 

Instructions 

The twelve page A5 instruction booklet is in 
RevelFs standard format, but it takes until page 
7 to find the sprue plan and the start of the 
construction. There are 21 actual construction 
stages, all with adequate exploded-view 
drawings and detail painting information. The 
paint references are all for RevelPs own paint 
range but there are no official 'FS* numbers. 

Construction 

The first thing you notice is that everything is 
small but perfectly formed! The cockpit includes 
seats, instrument panel and even the cyclic 
sticks, and all fit neatly into place. The two 
bulkhead parts are added to the one piece, split- 
level floor and the whole assembly fits precisely 
inside the fuselage. The two halves fit together 
extremely well and, with a bit of care, the join 
along the top is almost invisible. The one-piece 
cockpit glazing is fiddly to position correctly, 
but once you get it right, it fits precisely into 
place and just needs a small dab of liquid poly 
to secure it. 

The rear loading doors can be fitted closed or 
in the open position, where the drop-down ramp 
has a certain amount of movement up and 
down, and the vehicle ramp extensions are also 
supplied. The top part of the cabin door behind 
the cockpit can also be fitted in the open position 
if desired. The eight small circular cabin windows 

arp akn a nrerisf» fit from the rmrsirif* of thf* 

fuselage, especially as some of them are domed 
and can't be replaced with Kristal Klear, or 
similar. 



A little care is necessary when fitting the 
rotor blades to the heads, ensuring the control 
arms line-up correctly and produce evenly 
spaced rotor tips. They are very detailed for 
their size, but the drawback is that the join of 
the blades to the heads is very fragile and prone 
to breaking at the slightest knock, not unlike the 
Matchbox/Revell l/72nd version! 

Accuracy 

The finished model looks like a Chinook and 
the dimensions are all very close to scale. The 
rotor diameter of 18.28m on the real machine 
scales down to 12.6cm, less than 1mm short and 
the fuselage (15.54m) and height (5.66m) are 
accurate to within 2mm at 10.6cm and 3.8cm 
respectively. All dimensions are taken from the 
'World Encyclopedia of Civil and Military 
Helicopters* 

Colour Options 

The kit comes with one colour option, a US 
Army machine based in Germany in 1994 in 
overall Olive Drab. 

Decals 

There are only twenty-one individual decals on 
the sheet, but they cover all the tides, ID 
numbers, stencilling and the squadron badge on 
the nose. They are all superbly printed on a thin 
semi-gloss carrier film and, being all black, 
depth of colour is not a problem. After a short 
soak, all the decals release cleanly from their 
backing sheet and transfer easily to the model, 
adhering well to a gloss surface. They are not so 
thin that they are difficult to handle, but thin 
enough not to stand out on the surface of such 
a small model and even follow the surface 
detail. 

Decal Rating = 9/10. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

This kit faithfully reproduces a significant 
helicopter in a scale which seems to be growing 
steadily in popularity. Some of the construction 
also hints at a possible ACH-47 Gunship version 
to follow, or certainly this kit could be converted 
(a Chinook HC.l 'RAF* has already been 
released [kit #4043) - Ed). For ease of 
construction and the overall level of detail 
provided, this kit is highly recommended to all 
helicopter modellers and enthusiasts of 1/1 44th 
scale and is well within the capabilities of 
almost any modeller.

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The Kit 

This kit is supplied in a 
double-ended white cardboard box 
with a single colour illustration on 
the top. Inside this box is a single 
plastic bag that contains five sheets 
of white vac-formed plastic which 
will give you 54 parts, five clear 
vac-form parts which are the cockpit 
canopy, two cabin window runs and 
two landing light covers, two sprues 
of grey injection moulded plastic 
which will give you 50 parts, one 
instruction sheet and one small 
decal sheet 

The vac-form parts are well 
presented with ample recessed panel 
lines that in some places almost 
disappear and in others are quite 
heavy. The injection moulded parts 
have plenty of flash and are mis- 
moulded. This looks as though the 
two halves of the mould were not 
aligned when moulding was being 
done. The clear parts are quite thin 
and only one of each is supplied so 
there is no room for error if you 
decide to use them during 
construction. 

Instructions 

One single A4 sheet of instructions is 
supplied. On one side you have an 
exploded diagram of all of the parts 
that make up the kit and also plan 
views of the vac-form and injected 
parts which give you the part 
numbers used on the exploded plan. 
On the other side of the instructions 
you have the painting and decalling 
instructions. This side gives you FS 
and Humbrol paint numbers and 
painting instructions for two 
different aircraft, although you only 
get decals for one!. 

It is worth marking the back of 
the vac-form parts at this stage with 
their part numbers using a small 
marker pen as there are a lot of parts 
when they are all cut out. 

Construction 

Began, as all vac-form kits do, by 
separating all the parts from their 



backing sheets and, in the time 
honoured manner, cleaning them up. 
Once all this was done over a couple 
of sittings and a lot of plastic dust, I 
decided to devise a plan of attack, or 
method of construction, whichever 
sounds best. The reason being that 
the instructions just give you an 
exploded diagram without any 
formal instructions, so you can start 
wherever you want really. 

I began with the fuselage. This 
comes in four pieces so the two port 
ones were glued together, then the 
two starboard. Then the two 
bulkheads were glued to the cabin 
floor; it's at this point you realise that 
the instructions could do with being 
a bit more informative as the exact 
location of this assembly in the 
fuselage is not clear. So I decided to 
assemble the wings next, because the 
main undercarriage bays protrude 
into the fuselage and thus affect the 
position of the aft bulkhead; place 
this bulkhead too far forward and 
you cannot fit the wings and it 
affects the cockpit later on, too far 
back and the cockpit won't fit later 
on either. 

The wings consist of nine parts, 
centre lower section, outer lower 
sections and upper sections, winglets 
and undercarriage bays. With the 
undercarriage bays assembled into 
the middle section and the two 
lower sections fitted to this, when I 
tried to line up the upper sections I 
found that they were too long on the 
wingtips, whilst with the landing 
light recesses lined up, they could 
not go further inboard because the 
wheel bays would stop them, so I 
glued them in the best position I 
could then made up the difference at 
the wing tips with scrap plastic and 
filler and moved on. Trial assembly 



of the wings to the fuselage gave me 
the position of the aft bulkhead 
which was duly fixed into position. 
This now meant I could tackle the 
cockpit. In this area you get a 
cockpit floor, two seats, two control 
yokes, an instrument panel and 
coaming and two side instrument 
coamings, all of which are devoid of 
any detail whatsoever. You could 
choose not to fit any of this if you 
decided not to use the clear parts 
and paint the windows in. I couldn't 
resist doing a bit of detailing in this 
area because I wanted to use the 
clear bits. It is worthwhile because 
the cockpit windows are quite large 
in this scale and the transparencies 
are quite clear. 

All the interior bits and pieces 
were painted, the cabin windows 
added. The forward undercarriage 
bay is non-existent and is only 
supplied as a flat piece of plastic, so I 
boxed it all in then glued the two 
fuselage halves together. I added a bit 
of nose weight prior to this just in 
case, the instructions don t say so but 
you never know, do you? 

The pre-assembled wings went 
on next and the large gaps between 
the fuselage and wings as a result of 
the earlier escapade were filled in 
and faired off. The tail assembly 
and tailplanes were fitted and an 
aircraft was beginning to emerge 
from the dust. 

Because I had chosen to fit the 
transparencies plastic surgery was 
required to the cockpit section of the 
fuselage to allow for the fitment of 
the glazing, which was done and the 
glazing blended in to the fuselage. 
The engine pylons were assembled 
and fitted along with the winglets 
and the two 'humps* on the top of 
the fuselage. 



The engines were next; there are 
two 'rings' supplied on the 
vac-formed sheets, which are the 
engine intakes but are not very long. 
A trial assembly of these and the fan 
blades showed that if used the fan 
blade cone protruded out in front of 
the intake which does not look 
correct. If you fit the rings at the 
front of the intake and the fan blades 
further back you have a gap between 
the two, so I discarded the rings and 
made two longer ones from a piece 
of plastic tubing. The assembly of the 
engines is straightforward as they 
consist of only six pieces each. The 
various blade antennae were fitted 
and were the last bits to be assembled 
prior to spraying. The engines were 
left off to be painted separately then 
fitted later. 

The undercarriage parts, due to 
the mis-alignment of the moulds, are 
without doubt the worst part of the 
kit and short of replacing them from 
the spares box you can do very little 
to make them look realistic. I had no 
choice but to use them so 1 did the 
best I could with what was supplied. 
What you end up with are virtually 
flat undercarriage legs and non- 
concentric nose wheels; the main 
wheels are OK because they come in 
two halves so the errors can be 
eliminated. 

Colour Options 

As already mentioned there are two 
colour options on the instructions 
but only one set of decals. 

• Grumman Gulfstream III, 241 Irish 
Air Corps 1990. White upper 
surfaces, blue under fuselage 
surface, light grey wings. 

• Grumman Gulfstream III, F-249 
Eskadrille 721 Royal Danish Air 
Force. Dark Grey upper surfaces. 







lower grey under surfaces. 

I would have preferred the Irish Air Corps 
scheme but as there arc only decals supplied for 
the Danish aircraft that is the way I went. 

An overall coat of Humbrol grey acrylic 
primer was applied* any blemishes or gaps in 
the filling were dealt with, followed by another 
coat of primer. The engine intakes and exhausts 
were given a coat of gloss black with a top coat 
of Alclad II stainless steel. The first real coat of 
paint was on the undersurfaces which were 
treated to a generous coating of Humbrol Light 
Grey 147. The upper surfaces were masked off, 
including the engines, and a mixture of six parts 
Humbrol 106 and one part Humbrol matt black 
33 was applied. 

When thoroughly dry, two coats of Humbrol 
gloss coat were applied all over and left to dry. 

The leading edges of the wings and tailplane 
were masked off and painted Humbrol 
Polished Aluminium. The nose was masked off 
and finished with Humbrol Satin Black 85. 
The undercarriage was given a coat of 
Humbrol Satin White 130 with the tyres 
finished with Revell Matt Black 9. With all the 
masking removed from the screens the cockpit 
window frames were picked out with Humbrol 
Polished Aluminium. 

Accuracy 

The instructions quote a span of 23.72m and a 
length of 25.3m which is the same as the RDAF 
web site dimensions where the real aircraft are 
up for sale if you fancy one. 
The kit measures out at : 



Span 23.9m and length 25.2m, which is pretty 
spot-on as far as I am concerned. 

Decals 

Only one set is supplied as mentioned, those for 
the Royal Danish Air Force. There are only ten 
on the sheet but the quality is first class. They 
have minimum carrier film, perfect density 
when applied over the dark grey with good 
registration and they go on without any need 
for setting solutions. 
Decal Rating = 10/10. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

I liked the look of this kit from the very start, its 
just a pity it is let down by the injection moulded 
parts. It is a typical vac-form kit with all of the 
usual vac-form kit characteristics. This is one of 
the better vac-form kits, although it is not in the 
Dynavector league. It is a nice kit when finished 
and looks smart in its two-tone grey livery. 

It would have been nice to have the Irish Air 
Corps decals as well but this is only a minor 
request. You do need to have experience in this 
type of kit for this one as without it you may 
find it difficult in places, especially with the 
minimal assembly instructions. 

Recommended to all who do have some 
experience in vac-form kits and would like a 
different type of military aircraft for their 
collection.

The Kit 

When I first saw this model previewed in this 
magazine. I thought wow and I was tempted to 
buy it, then to my delight it came through the 
post as a review sample. 

It consists of 51 resin parts, and a vac-form 
acetate sheet for the canopies. The quality of 
the resin is up to the standard of previous 
Ardpol kits, and includes full internal detail, 
two engines, and all separate control surfaces. 

Instructions 

The instructions consist of one and a half A4 
sheets, printed on both sides in black and 
white with a brief history in Polish & English, 
colour scheme, and four excellent exploded 
construction diagrams. 



Construction 

This is where the fun started! The first thing I 
do with kits of this nature is to remove the 
moulding plugs and try to identify the various 
components, as there are no numbered sprues 
to aid you. Then came a few dry runs and test 
fits, and it was at this stage that I started to 
struggle with this kit, as the fuselage and wings 
mated perfectly, then it came to the engines 
and nacelles. This is Ardpols second kit of this 
aircraft, the other being the first prototype 
aircraft fitted with Foka engines (#72-010). 
The engines were V8s instead of VI 2s but this 
didn't really matter, as they are only visible 
from the front, but more serious was the 
problem with the nacelles. It would appear that 
to convert the model from the first kit to this 
release the manufacturer only made the port 
side nacelle and simply cast two of them. The 
problem is that this creates a decidedly 
asymmetric model, whereas the original had 
the carburettor intakes inboard of both 
engines. It was easy to overcome this by 
moving the intake from one side to the other 
on the starboard engine nacelle, and a little 
cutting and filling around the leading edge 
joint to accommodate the sweptback wing 
leading edge. The rest of the kit could now be 
completed. I guessed at the colour of the 
interior and chose aluminium, which was then 
washed with watercolour and dry brushed to 
highlight the detail. As I mentioned at the 
beginning the kit features separate control 
surfaces which is just fantastic, although I 
resisted the temptation to set them all on full 
lock, instead I set them at a more neutral and 
realistic angle. 

The vac-formed canopy was cut out and 
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installed with the help of some 
Humbrol Clearfix. I always find that 
trimming a little off at a time, and 
constant checking is the best way to 
deal with this type of glazing. You 
could choose to model the aircraft 
with the rear canopy stowed and the 
machine guns in the firing position. 
The model was then masked up and 
prepared for painting. 

Painting 

I've tried various paints in the past, 
but I always come back to Humbrol 
enamels. For this model I used 
Humbrol 89 Light Blue lightened 
with some white, and 155 Olive 
Drab. After spraying both of these 
colours I then toned them down 
further with a darker colour and 
softened the edges and some of the 
panel lines. I also gave them a wash 
with Cotman Burnt Umber 
watercolour. I use watercolours 
because they don't thin the oil- 
based enamels, but they do only 
work on well-matted surfaces. After 
that it needed a coat of gloss for 
the decals. 



Decals 

The decals consisted of six national 
insignia of varying sizes. These were 
densely printed but nice and thin, 
they went on well, and the white 
was very opaque. I think Ardpol's 
decals are fantastic but there could 
be an opportunity to provide pre- 
weathered, or toned down decals to 
give a more realistic look. 
Decal Rating =10/10. 

Accuracy 

Apart from the problems with the 
engines the kit conformed well to 
the dimensions stated in the 
instructions. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

This is the third Ardpol kit that I've 
had the chance to review, and like 
the previous kits the resin castings 
are of the highest quality, the 
interior detail is great and the 
inclusion of separate control 
surfaces was an unexpected bonus, 
but the problems mentioned in the 
text really did dull my enthusiasm 
for this kit, and I can only liken it to 



Michelangelo creating the sculpture 
of David with two left feet. 

If you really need a model of a 
PZL38 Wilk with Ranger engines 
then this is the kit for you, if not 
then try one of their other kits, 



which I am sure will be fantastic.

The Kit 

This is a reboxed, reissue of the 
Italeri kit and a tremendous 
improvement over Revells original 
'snap-fix' version from 1995. The 
two 'Olive Drab* sprues and one 
clear one are very cleanly moulded 
with no sink marks but, although 
there is very little surface detail on 
this 'stealth' helicopter, the few 
panel lines on the kit seem 
unnecessarily deep. 

One bonus over the previous 
version in this scale are the various 
options available in the kit which 
offer the opportunity to model it 
'fully loaded', in clean 'stealth* mode, 
or somewhere in between. 

Instructions 

As with all Revell kits, the A4 
instruction booklet starts with a 
brief background to the subject, the 



general instructions and the colour 
key. The sprue plan appears on page 
4 along with the start of 
construction, which covers a total of 
32 individual stages, all with clear 
exploded-view drawings and colour 
references for the detail painting. 

The final stage is the overall 
painting and decalling s which, on 
this kit, is very simple. 

Construction 

There is a reasonably detailed 
cockpit 'tub' to assemble first, 
complete with instrument panels 
and controls, but no pilots. It all fits 
neatly together and no 'adjustment' 
is necessary when the fuselage halves 
are brought together. The canopy is 
also a good, precise fit. There is no 
other internal detail but, externally, 
there are a number of options. The 
undercarriage can be fixed down or 
up (with the doors closed), the 
exhaust covers can also be fitted 
open or closed, and then there are 
the weapons. As well as the clean 
lines of full 'stealth' mode, you can 
fix the internal weapons bay doors 
open to show the four Hellfire and 
two Stinger missiles and/or you can 
attach the external weapons pylons 
for the extra eight Hellfires. 

The rotor assembly is simple, 
helped by the fact that there is no 
fine detail to worry about, as the 
head is shrouded. Fitting the 
rotorhead to the fuselage is done 
last in the construction process, 
gluing the whole assembly into the 
aperture using a collar which allows 
the rotors to turn. The fit of the 
rotor shaft is so good that it doesn't 
have to be secured in place and can 



be removed for transport. 

Accuracy 

The kit captures the unusual lines 
of the Comanche very well and all 
the dimensions are pretty much 
spot on. The 11.9m rotor diameter, 
13.2m length and height of 3.4m 
on the real machine scale down to 
16.6cm, 18.3cm and 4.72cm 
respectively, all to within 1mm of 
scale. h * *\ \ ' * 
All dimensions were taken from 
'lanes Pocket Guide - Modern 
Military Helicopters'. 

Colour Options 

The only colour option is for the 
two prototype machines in overall 
U.S. Army Olive Drab. 

Decals 

There are forty-eight individual 
decals on the sheet, of which half 
are the titles on the sides of the 
missiles. The rest are the titles. 



serials and stencilling. 

The decals themselves are crisply 
printed on a matt finish carrier film. 
They separate from the backing 
paper easily after only a short soak 
and transfer to the model without 
any problems. They follow the 
curves adequately and without 
silvering. 

Decal Rating = 8/10. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

This kit goes together extremely 
well straight from the box with 
little or no 'adjustment' needed. It 
is well within the capabilities of 
almost any modeller and is highly 
recommended and with the range 
of weapons configurations 
available, you'll probably want to 
build more than one!

History 

The Spad VII was a conventional 
tractor biplane that had very 
unconventional origins. It was 
developed from the outlandish Spad 
A2 and A4 fighters. These aircraft 
were designed in an attempt to get 
around the problem of firing a 
machine gun from an aircraft by 
carrying the gun in a pulpit mounted 
in front of the tractor airscrew. This 
rather alarming configuration gave 
the hapless gunner little chance of 
surviving anything but a perfect 
landing. While these dangerous 
aircraft were not successful in their 
intended role, their basic airframes 



were sound, very strong and capable 
of further development. 

Along with the development of the 
excellent Hispano-Suiza 8A engine 
came a practical gun synchronisation 
gear allowing a machine gun to fire 
through the arc of the propeller. This 
was incorporated into the Spad Type 
V, which appeared in April 1916, 
based very much on the airframe of 
the earlier Spad A2. This type showed 
much improvement over the 
Nieuport fighter types then in 
operation with the French Aviation 
Militaire. While unable to provide a 
pilot with the manoeuvrability of an 
aircraft powered by a rotary engine. 



the Spad, with its inline engine, 
proved to be faster and of much 
more sturdy construction. 

The production form of this 
aircraft was designated the Spad VII. 
This was powered by the 150 h.p. 
Hispano-Suiza 8Aa engine and was 
armed with a single forward-firing 
Vickers gun. When it made its first 
operational appearance in the 
Autumn of 1916, the Spad VII made 
an immediate impact. Its usefulness 
was further increased with the 
introduction of the more powerful 
180hp Hispano-Suiza 8Ab engine. 

Much operational success was 
gained on the type by a number of

French aces, notably Georges 
Guynemer and Rene Fonck who 
destroyed many German aircraft 
while flying it. 

The outstanding qualities of the 
Spad VII made it attractive to other air 
forces and the type was supplied to the 
Royal Flying Corps replacing the 
outdated BE types then in service. 
Production licenses were granted to a 
number of British contractors 
including Mann-Egerton who 
produced a shipboard fighter of their 
own, designated the Mann-Egerton 
type H, the appearance of which 
clearly owed much to the Spad. The 
Spad VII was also supplied to the 
Italian, Belgian, and U.S. air forces who 
had many successes with the type. 

The development of the Spad XII 
and more powerful XIII led to the 
gradual phasing out of the 
operational use of the Spad VII.

However the unconventional cannon 
armed Spad XII was not considered a 
success and the early development of 
the more conventional Spad XIII was 
plagued by engine problems. This 
meant that the Spad VII was still in 
service at the end of the war. 

The type continued to see service 
after the war, being used by the 
Polish, Czechoslovakian and even 
Japanese air forces. 

The Kit 

The Special Hobby Spad VII kit 
marks this manufacturer's entry into 
the 1 /48th scale WWI arena. The kit 
has been released in two versions. 
One has markings for French and 
Italian subjects, while the other, the 
subject of this article, is advertised as 
having markings for RFC and US Air 
Service subjects (however as an added 
bonus this version of the kit also 
contains markings for a French 
subject). 

The kit consists of two injection 
moulded sprues for the main kit 
components. These are presented in 
grey plastic which is quite soft and 
has a 'limited run' appearance. 

Some cleaning up of the plastic 
parts is necessary to remove the 
heavy mould separation lines and a 
little flash but no more than may be 
expected with any limited run kit. 
There were a couple of nasty looking 
sink marks on the rear of the wheels 



on my example but these were easily 
filled. Mould release pin marks where 
present on the plastic parts are 
invisible on the finished model. The 
detail on the parts looks generally 
OK, however one area that I thought 
could have been handled a little 
better was the ribbing on the flying 
surfaces. This is a little indistinct and 
uneven, especially when compared to 



the heavier and more distinct 
renditions of rib locations on the 
Special Hobby Sopwith Tabloid and 
Lloyd C.V kits. At least these give the 
modeller the opportunity to tone 
down the heavy appearance of the rib 
locations by sanding if required. Two 
separate injection moulded cowlings 
are provided, and there are two styles 
of airscrew.

There is an etched sheet from 
Eduard providing seat belts, some 
parts for the cockpit interior (some of 
which are tiny) and the aileron 
control horns. 

There is a fine set of resin parts for 
the front of the upper fuselage, the 
instrument panel, the cockpit floor 
rear and sides, and the rear of the 
engine compartment. These are very 
well cast and Special Hobby seem to 
have done their homework here 
regarding the appearance of the 
interior of the Spad which is more 
complex than some contemporary 
aircraft. A further separate resin 
cowling is included for the US Air 
Service version of the model. 

There is a vac-formed clear part 
holding three styles of windscreen, 
though it is rather hard to find them 
in the vac-formed 'bubble 1 . 
Thoughtfully a spare is included. The 
instructions state that the windscreen 
suitable for all three of the kit's 
colour options is the simple flat type 
so this could be easily cut from flat 
clear sheet if you don't fancy 
struggling with the vac-formed part. 

The decal sheet looks splendid 
with three options being available. 
One is a US Air Service machine 
from the 103rd Aero Squadron flown 
by Charles Biddle in 1918, sporting 
an asymmetrical white triangle on 
the rear of the fuselage to confuse 
enemy gunners. The second is a

The rear of the upper wing, the trailing edges are commendably thin 
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French machine flown by Vilem 
Stanovsky from SPA 158 in 1918. Both 
of these machines carry variations of 
the late-war French four-colour 
upper surface camouflage scheme. 
The final machine is a Royal Flying 
Corps machine from No 23 Squadron 
based in France during 1917 in a 
conventional PClO/cIear doped linen 
finish. There are probably enough 
roundels and fin flashes on offer here 
to form the basis of many other 
colour schemes for those inclined to 
try something different. The images 
have perfect register and there is little 
carrier film. 

The instruction sheet is printed on 
eight A5 sized sheets. There is a brief 
history of the type in 
Czechoslovakia^ French, German 
and English. There is a parts 
breakdown, which is useful as only 
the photo-etched parts have any 
numbers associated with them. This 
is followed by three pages of assembly 
diagrams which are clear and concise. 
There is a page of colour notes for 
each of the three colour options. The 
colours are described only in 
Czechoslovakian and English. There 
are paint references given for the 
exterior colours only and I'm afraid I 
do not know to what range of paints 
these refer. The area of WWI colour 
schemes is always one which I think 
is open to interpretation. I do not 
profess to be in any way 



knowledgeable in this area and I 
would not like to comment on the 
colours or patterns quoted by Special 
Hobby. The underside of the French 
machine is quoted as being in light 
grey. This is one area that may need a 
little checking as clear varnished linen 
might be equally appropriate? 
Conversely the underside of the US 
Air Service machine is quoted as 
being clear varnished linen where 
perhaps light grey may be 
appropriate? I suggest that you check 
available references before deciding 
on a colour scheme. 

All in all Special Hobby have 
provided a pretty complete package 
here, the decal sheet proving rather 
inspirational on its own! 

Assembly 

The first job was to check the kit 
against my available plans and 
photos. I have learned over the years 
that any given set of plans will not 
necessarily agree with any other set of 
plans. I looked therefore for major 
discrepancies rather than every 
possible mismatch - life being too 
short for that. I chose to work with 
those printed in the Osprey 'Aircraft 
Of The Aces' publication on the Spad 
VII and those published in Scale 
Aviation Modeller Int. in November 
2000 (see references). These were the 
most up-to-date that I had available. 
Both of these sets of plans showed

that the wings appear to be more or 
less correct in shape and dimension 
(however the SAM I plans suggest that 
the cutout in the top wing is a little 
too big). Both sets of plans show 
leading edge ribs in between the main 
ribs. While these are not really 
apparent on many wartime 
photographs, pictures of restored 
Spads show these quite clearly. These 
are not represented on the kit, indeed 
the main ribs do not actually reach 
the leading edge of the wings on the 
kit. The ribs on the Spad are very 
close together and perhaps 
representing the leading edge ribs 
may not have been possible using 
limited run production techniques. 
Alternatively it may be that some 
machines had a plywood leading edge 
and perhaps Special Hobby have 
chosen to represent this. 

Both sets of plans indicate that 
there is a problem with the fuselage. 
This appears to be 3 to 4mm too 
short. Things seem to be OK from 
the front of the fuselage back as far as 
the headrest. However the fuselage 
behind the headrest appears to be too 
short, I thought that correcting this 
would need major surgery involving 
replacing the moulded-on stringer 
detail on the rear fuselage (and 
perhaps all of it). I did not feel 
confident that I could achieve this 
neatly. I could live with the short 
fuselage but the eye is immediately 



drawn to asymmetry and unevenness. 

There are a number of excellent 
pictures of restored examples of the 
Spad VII in the references quoted at 
the end of this article. Some of these 
suggested that there was not a solid 
bulkhead behind the pilots seat as 
depicted on the kit. I therefore 
intended to remove the seat from its 
bulkhead and mount it on a column 
made from scrap plastic attached to 
the cockpit floor. This is probably not 
the way that it was done on the real 
aircraft but this mounting would be 
invisible in the finished cockpit. The 
kit instructions and I parted 
company at this point and I put the 
fuselage halves together before 
putting any of the interior together. I 
wanted to have a single solid area in 
which to build the cockpit. The 
mating edges of the fuselage were 
lightly sanded on a piece of wet and 
dry paper attached to a flat surface. It 
was important to achieve as neat a 
join as possible between the fuselage 
halves. There is a lot of detail around 
the join lines so you do not have a lot 
of scope for filling and cleaning up in 
this area. 

A piece of 15 thou card was 
attached to the rear of the cockpit 
opening replacing the kit bulkhead. I 
attached some thin rod to a piece of 
10 thou card to represent the lower 
fuselage stringers that are just visible 
behind the seat. The ammunition for

the Vickers gun on the Spad VII was 
held on a drum mounted below the 
weapon. The empty belt was wound 
onto a separate drum on the port 
side of the aircraft behind the pilot. 
This arrangement was later changed 
with a more conventional system of 
boxes but 1 chose to depict the drum 
system on my model. The rear drum 
was represented by two disks of thin 
card cut with a compass cutter with a 
third smaller disk sandwiched in 
between. As there was now no resin 
bulkhead behind the pilot I chose to 
discard the resin cockpit side walls 
and build up the structure myself 
directly onto the kit's fuselage sides, 
just for a neater appearance. The 
floor was tacked in place with 
Blu-Tack and the fuselage formers 
and other details were built up 
around this from plastic strip of 
various thicknesses. The idea was that 
the floor (being resin) would not be 
attacked by plastic cement and once 
the formers had been built around it, 
the floor could simply be pulled out 
making painting easier. Unfortunately 
it stuck firmly in place and could not 
be removed - perhaps a little over 
optimism on my part. 

With minimal internal detail in 
place, I sprayed the interior with 
Dark Earth followed by a light 
overspray of Buff to represent the 
inside of the doped fabric. Studies of 
photos of the cockpit insides of 



painted WWI aircraft suggest that the 
outside colour does not find its way 
all the way through to the inside so a 
slightly darkened fabric colour 
seemed appropriate to me. As I had 
not yet installed much of the fragile 
internal detail I was able to mask the 
interior to spray on a blue/grey 
colour for the metal areas, this colour 
being seen on the interior of a 
restored aircraft (see internet 
references). Tamiya acrylics were used 
for the interior spraying. The wood 
formers were then painted with red 
brown enamel paint and given a coat 
of Tamiya clear orange to replicate 
the finished wood. The smaller details 
were then added to the interior with 
reference to the photos of the 
restored aircraft, my few available 
period photos and the detail on the 
discarded resin sidewalk. The bracing 
on the inside of the fuselage was thin 
wire rolled straight under a ruler. 

There was a gap between the 
tailplane fillet and the main fuselage 
which was filled with a piece of 15 
thou card fixed in place with thick 
superglue. This was sanded to shape 
when dry, care being taken to 
preserve the stringer detail on the 
rear of the fuselage. 

The remaining cockpit parts, apart 
from the seat, were fixed in place 
using superglue. I had intended to 
remove the kit item from its bulkhead 
but this very thin and delicate part 



did not survive the process being 
replaced with a similarly shaped item 
from the spares box. 

The top of the engine cover is 
provided as a resin item and this was 
fixed in place next along with the 
cowling. Some filling and cleaning up 
was called for here. 1 installed a disk 
of 10 thou card behind the cowling to 
fill the gap between the lower half of 
the cowling and fuselage. I found it 
useful to undercoat the model using 
Halfords primer at this point to 
ensue that I had managed to find all 
the gaps and to highlight some of my 
more suspect filling and sanding. 
Cleaning up would be easier at this 
stage before the wings and tail were 
attached. 

Next came the lower wings and 
tail. There are no locating pins for 
these parts so I drilled holes into the 
wings and fuselage to accept brass 
rods to strengthen the wing to 
fuselage joint. Some filling was 
required here and I doubt that simply 
sticking the wings to the fuselage 
with plastic cement will provide 
enough strength for the wings to 
survive the clean-up process. If you 
do not use brass rod or some similar 
added support, at least reinforce the 
joint with thin superglue. The vertical 
tail was just fixed in place with Liquid 
Poly as this assembly would not be 
subjected to much handling later on. 

The kit struts looked a little rough 



and uneven. While it may be 
possible to use them with a little 
careful cleaning up, I chose to 
replace them. The mainplane struts 
were replaced with brass Strutz 
material. This was the first time that 
I had used this and it was a little 
easier than I thought. The 
instructions call for pieces to be 
folded over to make a pair of struts 
in one go. I chose to just cut suitable 
thicknesses to length using a razor 
saw with the kit struts as a guide. 
Before cutting up the brass I checked 
that the length of the kit struts 
matched with the plans and that the 
top wing actually sat correctly on 
top of the bottom wing. There is a 
fair amount of filing to do at the end 
of the struts and as there are eight of 
them this took some time. I opened 
out the locations in the top and 
bottom wing a little with a drill to 
allow enough of a contact area for 
the struts to be fixed securely in 
place. The tailplane struts and the 
tailskid were also made from Strutz. 

The struts joining the top wing to 
the fuselage were replaced with 
Contrail plastic strut material. I 
found it easier to use this than the 
brass, finding it difficult to cut short 
lengths accurately. 

I had opted for the RFC colour 
scheme for this model and this meant 
spraying only three main colours, 
with little or no masking of the top 
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At this stage I found rt useful to undercoat the fuselage to show up the (many) imperfections. It 
was easier to dean these up now than when the wings were attached 




After the clean-up of the fuselage and wings, some of the panels needed to be rescribed 



surface being necessary. I therefore 
felt that I could permanently attach 
the struts to the lower wings and 
fuselage at this point. 

The Spad had a rather complex 
system of aileron control. A pushrod 
ran from the bottom wing along 
each rear outer strut. At the base of 
each rod was a tubular actuating 
mechanism attached to a support 
fixed to the rear wing spar. In the kit 
this assembly is provided in etched 
metal but unfortunately the 
actuating rods were very fragile and 
one set was broken on my example. I 
therefore attempted to rebuild some 
of the rods from thin brass wire. The 
outcome was not as neat as i had 
hoped and does not really stand up 
to close scrutiny. There is a flat bar 
joining the actuator support to the 
base of the rear strut. This seemed to 
be too long holding the whole 
assembly too far away from the strut. 
I trimmed this bit by bit until it was 
reduced to the correct length. 

An added complication when 
positioning the top wing are the two 
pipes running from the gravity tanks 
in the wing into the fuselage. In 
order to get the pipes positioned 
correctly I sliced off the filler caps 
moulded into the top wing and 
drilled small holes at each of their 
locations all the way through the 
wing. The top wing was then put in 
position on its struts and held in 



place with tape. The drill was passed 
through these holes and into the top 
of the fuselage. This ensured that the 
two sets of holes lined up exacdy. 
Tube and rod were added to 
represent the outlet mechanism on 
the top of the front tank. The rear 
filler cap was reinstated using a disc 
of card cut with a punch and die set. 

I felt that the undercarriage needed 
some attention, being an 
oversimplification of the real thing. 
This is represented in the kit as a 
spreader bar with an axle at each end. 
On the full size aircraft the axle did 
not pass all the way through the bar. 
There were two separate axles which 
were hinged within the spreader bar 
allowing upward and downward 
movement. In front of and behind 
these were fixed rods that ran the 
length of the spreader bar and 
through the undercarriage legs. 

The axles were attached to these 
rods via bungee cords providing a 
degree of suspension when the 
aircraft touched down. The spreader 
bar was replaced with Contrail plastic 
strut material. Slots were cut into the 
ends to accept two pieces of brass rod 
to represent the axles. The ends of the 
fixed rods were represented with 
small pieces of plastic rod. The 
bungee cord was lycra thread 
wrapped around the axle and fixed 
with thin superglue. 

The exhausts provided in the kit 




Holes were drilled in the wing roots and fuselage to accept brass rod to strengthen the joint. 




The etched supports for the flap actuators 



are OK after careful cleaning up but 
I thought that 1 would be able to 
improve on their appearance by 
using brass tube as a replacement. 
The front of each exhaust pipe was 
made from a piece of brass tube. 
This was held in a vice and a series 
of holes were drilled into the tube to 
accept small lengths of brass rod to 
represent the outlet pipes from the 
engine. The kit parts were used as a 
pattern here. Wartime photos of the 
Spad do not show the exhausts 
particularly clearly but photos of 
restored machines show a number 
of styles fitted. One of these has the 
rear portion of the exhaust pipe 
flared at the front much like the 
business end of a trombone. I 
represented this with a piece of 
copper tube heated in a gas flame 
with the end flared out with a 
compass point. The rear end was 
crushed with a pair of pliers. Use of 
tube in this way gives an open end 
to the exhaust, an improvement 
over the solid kit part. The locating 
marks for the exhaust in the 
forward fuselage were drilled all the 
way through to accept the engine 
oudet pipes. 

Final additions before painting 
were the step on the port side of the 
fuselage, added from brass rod, and 
some holes drilled into the fuselage 
and tailplane to accept rigging and 
control wires. 



Colour Scheme 

The first job was to undercoat the 
whole assembly to reveal any gaps 
and flaws. With these corrected I 
applied a rather restrained amount of 
pre-shading. I just pre-shaded the 
major panels and angles between the 
major parts. Attempting to pre-shade 
the whole airframe would probably 
have resulted in a mess; the wing ribs 
are too close together to shade 
separately. I decided to paint the 
rudder stripes rather than use the 
decals provided, just for a neater 
appearance. The airframe was 
sprayed using Xtracolor gloss enamel. 
I would have preferred to use acrylics 
as I personally find these easier to 
use. However their disadvantage is 
that they don't seem to brush paint as 
well as enamels. I was sure that there 
would be a lot of touching up to do 
with a brush, especially when the top 
wing was attached so I chose the 
enamels. 

The spraying started with the grey 
nose panels, followed by the bleached 
linen underside and then the PC 10 
topcoat. PC 1 0 seems to be 
reproduced by aviation artists in 
several shades from green to 
chocolate brown - RFC Spads 
frequendy being depicted in the latter 
shade. The Xtracolor paint has a 
definite brown edge to it so this 
seemed appropriate to me. These 
colours were applied lightly to allow

the preshading to show through. This 
also gave the PC 10 a somewhat faded 
appearance which was pleasing, if 
perhaps not strictly accurate. 

The painted airframe was allowed 
to dry and cure for about a week. A 
coat of Johnsons Klear was 
airbrushed on to seal the paint and a 
thin oil was applied around the 
recessed detail. This was done 
sparingly, black being used on the 
grey and PC 10 areas and burnt 
umber on the bleached linen areas. 
This was resealed with another coat 
of Johnsons Klear. In the past I have 
had problems with silvering of the 
carrier film with some images applied 
over Johnsons Klear, so in 
preparation for decal application 1 
applied an airbrushed coat of 
Humbrol Glosscote. 

The decals are excellent. They are 
very thin but the colour density is 
very good indeed, which is fortunate 
as there are large areas of white over 
the dark PC 10. Those applying the 
French or American roundels to a 
camouflaged top surface should not 
have any problems with the colour 
demarcation lines showing through. 
They responded well to Microsol 
setting solution, though as they are so 
thin I would be wary of using some 
of the more virulent setting solutions. 

Final Assembly and Detailing 

With the masks removed I added the 



Vickers gun and its etched sight. This 
had been previously painted with 
gunmetal, lightly washed in black oil 
paint and then lightly drybrushed 
with Humbrol Aluminium. The four 
etched supports for the cabane struts 
were also added at this stage. The 
interplane struts were painted in light 
brown enamel and given a coat of 
Tamiya Clear Orange to represent 
wood. Be careful to thin this paint as 
it dries very quickly if used neat 
leading to a rather uneven result. The 
cabane struts, the aileron pushrods 
and their actuators were painted in 
the same grey used for the front of 
the fuselage. 

There are four bands around each 
strut, presumably to strengthen the 
assembly. These are not all that 
apparent in wartime photos but are 
very clear on restored aircraft where I 
have seen examples in black, white 
and grey. I chose to represent mine 
with black decal film, though on 
reflection natural metal may have 
been more appropriate for an RFC 
machine. Microscale make sheets of 
coloured decal film in a number of 
colours which are ideal for this sort 
of thing. Wrapping a couple of 
thicknesses of the film around each 
strut location gives more of a three- 
dimensional appearance than could 
have been achieved with paint. 

The tyres were painted in a 
medium grey before the wheels were

added to the undercarriage. While 
these aircraft operated from wet 
muddy fields, I am not really a fan of 
replicating heavy weathering on 
aircraft models so I limited weathering 
of the undercarriage parts to a little 
light drybrushing with brown. 

The top wing was then attached. 
That short sentence covered several 
hours of work and much cursing as I 
tried to line the struts up with their 
location holes. Everything seemed to 
line up with everything else before I 
began painting the model but now for 
some reason nothing lined up with 
anything else. 1 placed the top wing 
on top of its struts, fixed it in place 
temporarily with Tamiya tape 
(avoiding applying tape to the 
roundels) and used thin superglue 
applied with a piece of brass rod to fix 
the struts in place. This runs nicely 
into the joint by capillary action. I 
had to carry out the predicted 
touching up on the underside of the 
top wing, around the tops of the 
struts, with a fine brush. 

The rigging was done using steel 
wire rolled flat under a steel ruler. 
This was cut to length and attached 
to the base of the struts with white 
glue. On some WWI aircraft the 
rigging wires seem to be attached 
next to the struts and in these cases it 
may be appropriate to drill holes into 
the wings to accept these. On the 
Spad VII however the rigging was 



attached to the base of the struts 
themselves. While using rolled steel 
wire is my preferred method of 
representing rigging, I have noted 
with some enthusiasm in the pages of 
this and other publications the very 
neat and pleasing results obtained 
using stretched nylon thread. I will 
attempt this in the future but think 
that my first attempts at using this 
medium should be with a project of 
my own rather than something to be 
published in a magazine! 

The windscreen was cut from a 
sheet of clear plastic using the punch 
and die set. The resulting disk was 
shaped with a scalpel and a mask 
applied so that the frames could be 
represented with a few coats of grey 
enamel. 

The seat went in last of all with the 
etched shoulder straps being attached 
as if thrown out of the cockpit for a 
little extra interest. 

In Conclusion 

I enjoyed building this kit and it 
represents an important subject. The 
Spad VII has been made available in 
kit form in l/48th scale before with 
a kit being produced by Blue Max 
and one by JGMT in resin. There 
may be others of which I am 
unaware. I am not sure if either of 
these is still available and this may 
be the only injection moulded kit 
around. I have made a number of 
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alterations to the basic kit but Fm 
sure that a perfectly acceptable 
replica could be made straight out of 
the box with no such alterations and 
replacements. Fm sure that there 
were other improvements that could 
be made by the more adventurous 
such as correcting the short fuselage, 
and perhaps replacing the stringer 
detail on the top and bottom of the 
fuselage to make it a little more 
distinct. 

It is inevitable that there will be 
those who will look at this kit and 
compare it unfavourably with the 
later spectacular WWI offerings 
available from Eduard. However 
please note that when Eduard started 
making their WWI kits a few years 
ago they were a lot less polished than 
they are today. The WWI market 
may be a bit specialised and anyone 
deciding to produce a kit such as this 
may be taking a financial risk. Special 
Hobby are to be commended for this 
effort. I hope that this and the other 
recently released WWI kits do well 
for them. Put a little work into this 
kit and you will get a very attractive 
model. I look forward to any future 
releases from Special Hobby and to 
having a go at their Lloyd C.V and 
Sopwith Tabloid/Schneider kits in the 
near future.

irst studies for the Vanneau 
two-seat training aircraft 
started during the war, soon 
after the armistice in the 
non-occupied zone of France, but 
the prototype only flew in 1945. 
During the following years, several 
sub-types were developed depending 
on engine availability but two main 
versions were to be produced in 
relatively large numbers. The 
MS.472 Vanneau II powered by a 
SNECMA (formerly Gnome et 
Rh6ne) 14m radial engine and the 
MS. 475 Vanneau V which received 
the Hispano-Suiza 12Y initially 
intended for the Dewoitine D.520 
and which gave much better 
performance. 230 and 200 aircraft 
respectively were produced, 
notwithstanding an additional 70 for 
the Aeronavale (MS.474). These 
aircraft were extensively used for 
training of the Armee de l'Air 
'reserves' in France and North Africa 
until 1957 when the North American 
T-6G took over.

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Israel Air Force F- 1 6A

Having recently re-read the 
article in the December 2002 
edition of Scale Aviation 
Modeller International on the Kfir 
C.7 aircraft in service with the 
Israeli Air Force (IAF), I was greatly 
taken by the three-colour 
camouflage scheme. The finished 
model was very attractive to my eye 
as a result of the colours used and 
the camouflage pattern, producing 




an appealing contrast of colours 
especially when the aircraft 
markings were taken into account. 
Knowing that Eduard plan to release 
a Mirage III later this year a mental 
note was made with regard to a 
possible Kfir conversion based on 
this kit at a later date. In the 
meantime however, I was aware that 
the same scheme is also used on IAF 
F-16s. A quick search of my 
reference material and grey matter 
revealed I knew absolutely nothing 
about the F- 16! Never one to be 
deterred by a lack of knowledge the 
decision was made that the next kit 
was to be a F-16 in Israeli colours, 
and that everything on the 



workbench was to be pushed aside 
for this project. As I had not 
finished a single kit in the preceding 
12 months this was going to be 
pretty much a straightforward build 
using a couple of aftermarket items 
to improve the level of detail in the 
finished kit. 

A visit to this year's Southern 
Expo provided the opportunity to 
purchase the raw materials needed 
for the endeavour. A little research 
in the meantime had revealed that 
the IAF flew most types of the F-16 
and so I was keeping my options 
open as to what I would end up 
with. The deciding factor was to be

which decals I could find as while I 
was aware that AeroMaster had 
done a couple of different sheets I 
also knew that these were currently 
out of print, and so there was no 
guarantee I would find them or any 
others. The plan was simple, find 
the decals first and then find a kit to 
which they could be applied. My 
first circuit around the show 
discovered both AeroMaster sheets 
48-498 (F-I6A/Bs) and 48- 093 
(F-16C/Ds). Hard earned cash was 
spent on these, and I was feeling 
pretty chuffed as I had all the types 
of F- 1 6 used by the IAF covered.

Looking for a kit I came across 
models of an F-16A and an F-16C, 
both by Hasegawa. I knew that these 
were the two different types of 
single-seater used, and had no real 
strength of feeling regarding which 
kit to get. A quick withdrawal to a 
quiet corner and a good look at the 
decals soon determined that the 
F-16A had the more exciting 
markings (MiG kills for starters) 
and so the decision was made. The 
F-16A kit turned out to be 
Hasegawa kit #V106, a late block 
T-16A plus' to be finished as a 
Dutch aircraft in '45 Years Dutch 
Lion' markings. All I needed now 
was a few aftermarket goodies. 

The large, exposed cockpit of the 
F-16 had already made me decide 
that a resin tub would be needed to 
do the model justice, but I was aware 
these are not cheap. The Neomega 
stand had caught my eye as I have 
always had a hankering to build a 
MiG-21 or two (but that's another 
story) and 1 noticed they do a F-16 
cockpit (#C25). Looking at it 1 was 
pleased to see a good level of detail 
that was well moulded, so into the 
bag it went. I cannot build a kit 
without feeling the need to use some 




photo-etched brass so the Eduard 
F-16A Plus/MLU set (#48-391) 
quickly followed, accompanied by 
the thought of "I wonder what a 
MLU is/does and did the IAF 
have/use it?" At this point, with my 
wallet crying out for mercy and 
myself wondering how 1 could sneak 
some/all of the purchases into the 
house without my wife seeing, I 
found myself holding the Aires 
F-16A/B exhaust nozzle set (#4133) 
in my hand, and I knew I had to 
have it. 



What do you get for your 
money? (See Photo I ) 

•The Kit 

This is a nice model, a very nice 
model. So nice, that I plan to build 
further F-16s in the future as a result. 
In the box you get five large sprues, 
and a further four smaller ones plus 
two complete canopies, one clear, the 
other 'smoked' with a dark grey tint. 
You also get a choice of two tailfins. 
The one with the longer para-brake 
housing, while correct for the Dutch 



aircraft, is not to be used, while the 
other, which the kit instructions 
require you to ignore, is the correct 
one for an IAF aircraft. The inclusion 
of this second tailfin was my first 
lucky break (and not the last) of the 
project and made me realise that I 
needed to know more about IAF 
F- 16s if I was going to build an 
accurate model, but more on this 
later. The parts are of the quality 
expected from Hasegawa, with finely 
engraved details, recessed panel lines 
and very little flash. As with a lot of

modern jets the fuselage comes in an 
upper and lower configuration* so 
eliminating the chances of an 
unsightly seam down the spine of the 
aircraft. I must admit that I was 
surprised and dismayed to find a 
massive seam down the middle of 
each canopy. I subsequently 
discovered this is required by the 
moulding process to ensure the full 
'blown shape of the canopy is 
recreated, but I was not looking 
forward to removing it, concerned 
that in doing so I would damage the 
canopy beyond help. 

• The (AeroMaster) Decais 

I'll restrict my comments in this 
article only to AeroMaster sheet #48- 
498, as this was the only one used. If 
you can find them, get them. This set 
allows you to represent any F- 16A or 
B flown by the 1AF, and as a result of 
offering both light grey and black data 
markings (the colour used is 
dependent on the time frame) enough 
stencils to do two complete aircraft 
without having to use the kit data 
markings. As with all AeroMaster 
decal sets you get several side profiles 
and plan views, that not only advise 
where each decal is to go, but are also 



a good reference for the camouflage 
patterns, and provide full details of all 
colours used, based on the US Federal 
Standard (FS) system. These colours 
can then be cross-referenced with 
your chosen paint brand. 

• The (CMK) Resin Cockpit 

Imagine my horror when looking at 
this set to find the words "F- 16C" and 
"to fit Italeri Kit " on the instruction 
sheet! At least I had managed to buy it 
in the right scale. Other than this 
minor setback the set looked terrific. 
A superb looking ACES II ejection 
seat, a busy looking tub, left and right 
side walls, rear panel and an 
instrument panel and HUD coaming 
made up the contents. 

• The (Eduard) Photo-Etched Set 

This set comprises three brass frets, two 
printed films, one for the instrument 
panels and the other for the HUD, and 
is the largest photo-etched set I have 
used to date. At first glance it seemed 
that most of the detail provided was 
well suited to being recreated in brass, 
which is not always the case. A lot of 
the detail provided is split between the 
undercarriage/wheel bays and the 
cockpit. 



• The (Aires) Exhaust Nozzle 

My concerns as to whether this was 
an aftermarket item too far were 
immediately dispelled as soon as I 
opened the box. The detail of this set 
is beyond belief. I will never be able 
to use a F- 16 kit exhaust knowing 
that this set is available. If you are 
going to build an F-16A or B, get 
this set. It comprises five pieces of 
resin and a small photo-etched fret 
(See Photo 2). 

Reference Material 

As mentioned above I was fast 
realising that I still did not know 
enough about Israeli F-16s and that 
this was likely to lead to errors in the 
build unless rectified. 1 was aware of 
the series of books produced by 
Ra'anan Weiss and Yoav Efrati specific 
to individual Israeli aircraft types and 
knew they had covered the F- 16. As 
the AeroMaster decais recommended 
this book and thanked Ra'anan Weiss 
for the research and design of the 
decal sheets it seemed an obvious 
choice, and so this was the final 
purchase of the project. The book, 
plus several hours, and a few 
questions on the internet finally got 
me up to speed. 



What does a F- 1 6A in IAF 
service look like ? 

The Israeli Air Force was supplied by 
the USA with F-I6A and Bs during 
1980 and 1981 under the 'Peace 
Marble* program. Sixty-seven F-I6As 
were provided in total, comprised of 
Block 5> 10, and Block 15 aircraft. I 
had already decided to build my kit as 
aircraft #107 of the 'First let 
Squadron as she was in 1982. This 
aircraft is profiled in both the book 
and on the decal instructions and will 
no doubt be a popular choice as a 
consequence of wearing five MiG kill 
markings at that time. As aircraft #107 
was one of the first aircraft delivered 
this meant it was from Block 5, and 
1982 was before any in-service 
updates had been made. 

F- 1 6 Blocks 

At this time I had no idea of the 
differences between blocks, and set 
out to find out what made up a Block 
5 aircraft in Israeli service. In 
summary a Block 5 aircraft in 1982 
had the Pratt and Witney F100-200 
engine, the normal shock inlet (NSI) 
commonly referred to as the 'small 
mouth', small stabilisers (the 
horizontal wings at the tail), a 
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VHF/UHF antenna located under the 
NSI, and the original five slot gun 
muzzle (See Photo 3). 

How did this compare against what 
I had? I already learned enough about 
Block types to know that the Dutch 
aircraft represented by the kit was of a 
Block 15 or 20 aircraft and as such 
would differ from what I required for 
my Block 5 aircraft. Luckily for me it 
seems that Hasegawa have taken the 
sensible route of utilising the original 
F- 16A kit sprues and just adding 
smaller extra sprues to allow for 
whatever variant is being boxed. This 
meant that in this case I got both types 
of tailfin as already mentioned, both a 
five-slot and the later two-slot gun 
muzzle covers. However the only 
stabilisers included were the later large 
type. The Aires exhaust nozzle is for 
the P & W Fl 00-200 engine and so 
that was correct, but I was by now 
aware that the F-16C cockpit layout is 
quite different from that of the earlier 
A model. At this stage I discovered that 
MLU stands for Mid Life Update, and 
applies only to F-16s produced in the 
mid 90s. This meant I would have to 
be careful to ensure I did not use more 
of the etch brass set than was correct, 
although the instructions help in this 



regard as they specify those parts 
unique to MLU aircraft. I was therefore 
faced with only two major areas to be 
corrected, those of the incorrect 
cockpit type if the Neomega set was 
used, and the late type stabilisers. 

Before correcting the stabilisers I 
poured long and hard over the photos 
in the Weiss/Efrati book as the decal 
instructions stated that the smaller 
type was replaced during the mid-80s 
and all the AeroMaster colour profiles 
show aircraft with the later large 
stabilisers. The photos (and profiles) 
in the book however showed no 
aircraft with the large stabilisers that 
were not also fitted with the 
additional chaff/flare dispensers on 
the lower part of the tailfin. Aircraft 
#107 did not have these dispensers 
fitted at the time I wished to represent 
it, and so I concluded that it would 
also have been fitted with the original 
short stabilisers. Altering the kit 
stabilisers was a very simple task as all 
it required was for a 6mm width to be 
removed from each trailing edge and 
the new trailing edge to then be 
sanded down to re-establish the 
aerofoil shape (See Photo 4). 

Converting the Neomega cockpit 
to the earlier F-16A standard was not

as hard as it could have been by using 
a mixture of the resin set and the 
Eduard brass. I decided I would use 
the tub, sidewalls, ejector seat, and the 
rear panel from Neomega, but would 
not use the instrument panel or HUD 
coaming, rather using the kit parts 
together with the Eduard 
photo-etched. Not only did this 
correct the errors in instrument 
layout, but also had the added benefit 
of allowing me to use the two part 
instrument panel with the pre- printed 
dials, which gives a far greater level of 
detail than I can paint (See Photo $). 

The tub with its side consoles 
paints up easily, as does the ACES II 
ejection seat. I was however a little 
concerned at the difference in size 
between the kit seat and the resin one. 



Once fitted however it did not seem 
undersized and the level of detail 
surpasses that of the kit by a long way 
(See Photo 6). Despite the set being 
designed for the Italeri kit it fitted 
into the Hasegawa fuselage without 
problem, and I only needed to enlarge 
the cockpit opening a little towards 
the rear to achieve a perfect fit. Do 
remember to remove the casting lug 
on the tub before painting it. I didn't 
(don't ask why) and struggled to 
remove it later without damaging the 
paintwork. At this early stage in 
construction I was starting to feel 
pretty relaxed that I could make it 
work and that all I needed to do from 
here on in, was ensure the 
construction and painting were up to 
standard. Note that in places 1 
removed the resin detail and replaced 
it with photo-etched parts (See Photo 
7). This is true of the seat belts, and 
ACES II pull handles. 

Having two canopies I decided I 
could afford to practice on one, both 
in removing the seam, and also in my 
attempt to tint it to match the colour 
of the real thing. The seam was 
removed using Micro Mesh polishing 
clothes (3000 -12000 grade) followed 
by a buff with a dry cloth and a dip in 



lohnsons Klear (Future) which 
brought it back to a sparkling clarity. 
So for, so good. The tint of the canopy 
is subtle, so much so that in many 
photos it is almost not noticeable. The 
colour of the canopy is somewhere 
between a light brown and gold. I 
started off by adding a small amount 
of Humbrol acrylic yellow in with a 
cup full of Klear and mixing it well. 
The Klear turned yellow becoming 
opaque. I let this mix stand for a day 
or so to see if it separated but to date 
it is still totally opaque. 1 first dipped 
a canopy into this mix, with good 
success but while letting it stand and 
drain it became apparent that as the 
surplus ran off a stronger level of tint 
was achieved on the lower parts of the 
canopy. As I was happy to experiment 
this canopy was stripped, by being 
soaked overnight in window cleaning 
solution, to allow me to try another 
method. This time 1 used my airbrush 
to apply the coloured Future in 
several layers, allowing each to dry in 
turn. This gave a more even coverage 
and was the way forward. I was now 
happy as to how to apply the tint, but 
the yellow colour I had used was too 
bright, and too yellow. Rather than 
change the colour I wondered how it

experimenting. After applying the tint 
by airbrush onto the smoked' canopy 
I was delighted to see that this almost 
perfectly matched the colour in most 
of the colour photos 1 could find. By 
sheer good luck I had ended up with 
exactly the look 1 had been seeking 
(See Photo 8). 

All that remained was to finish 
construction of the kit, remembering 
to locate the VHI7UHF antenna 
(photo-etched parts 126 & 127) under 
the air intake, rather than farther back 
just to one side of the arrester hook as 
the instructions require. Painting of 
the aircraft was then 
completed. My 



method for this will be the subject of 
a later article. 

In Conclusion 

I am pleased with the result, in so 
much that the model was completed 
within six weeks, although the 
deadline of a local competition | 
played some part in this. As a 
consequence of wishing to enter the 
model in the competition I was 
forced to rush the finishing details, 
and was still working on the model 
the night before the competition. I am 
the first to admit that this is not 
a perfect model, and 
that 



others more knowledgeable about the 
F-16 ( or the IAF will find numerous 
errors. I can live with this, knowing 
that I have worked hard to build the 
model to a high standard, but at the 
same time thoroughly enjoyed it, and 






finishing my first kit in over twelve 
months. To my mind that is what 
modelling is all about.

Douglas A-20G Havoc

History 

Designed by the Douglas 
Aircraft Company in 1936, as 
a private venture in response 
to what they believed the U.S Army 
Air Corps would require in a fast 
attack aircraft, the Douglas Model 7 
was instead extensively redesigned 
and put onto the open market for 
export. The French immediately 
showed an interest and after further 
modifications, to suit the European 
theatre, the new aircraft was put 
into service as the Model 7B. About 
60 were in service with the French 
Air Force at the time of the opening 
of hostilities in May 1940, although 
only about a dozen of these actually 
saw active duty. 

A further development, with 
more powerful engines and a larger 
vertical tail, was put into production 
for a new French and Belgian order 
but with the collapse of French 
resistance these aircraft were 
transferred to the RAF where they 
were known as the Boston Mk I. 
Another batch of Bostons was 



supplied but continuing 
improvements saw these called the 
Boston Mk II and due to their 
increased speed and load carrying 
capabilities, these were fitted with 
A.I. Radar and a battery of forward 
firing .303in. machine guns to be 
used in the night fighter role, 
picking up a new designation along 
the way: Havoc. 

Many variations followed, some 
with heavy nose gun armament, 
others with bomb aimer positions in 
a plexi-glass nose, whilst still more 
were fitted with an AI radar and a 
2,700 million candle power 
Turbinlite* in the nose to illuminate 
enemy aircraft for an accompanying 
fighter to attack. 

The A-20G was a further 
development of the basic Havoc 
family with a longer nose, originally 
fitted with four 20mm cannon 
(most of these early Gs going to 
Russia) followed by a more efficient 
0.50in., six-gun nose armament and 
a powered, twin gun, rear turret. 
Nearly 3,000 of the later G and H 




models were built out of a total of 
7,385 DB.7s of all marks. 

This ubiquitous aircraft was used 
in every theatre, for every role, by 
not only the USAAC but also the 
RAF, France, Netherlands, Brazil, 
USSR, and in small numbers by the 
Air Forces of Canada, South Africa 
and New Zealand. 



The Kit 

The kit comes in a sturdy 
top-opening box with some 
reasonable artwork on the lid and a 
selection of pictures of a completed 
kit around the sides (See Photo 2 
There are several sprues of pale 
grey plastic and a single sprue of 
transparencies. The grey plastic is 




hard and well formed with little 
flash and free from sinkholes or 
mould marks. The panel lines are 
neatly engraved, while the raised 
detail around the cockpit and 
engines is equally well formed. The 
transparencies are well moulded and 
are nice and clear with no visible 
defects. Also included in the box are 
a two-part instruction sheet and a 
single, large decal sheet. 

At first glance it all looks quite 
good and there is a lot of kit in the 
box for your money. My only other 
go at an AMT/Ertl kit recently was 
the increasingly rare F7F Tigercat 
and I was reasonably impressed with 
that, so I had high hopes for their 
Havoc. 

Instructions 

Do you remember the old-style 
Revell or Monogram instructions 
that were just one huge sheet of lots 
of exploded diagrams and written 
hints and tips as you go? If you do 
then you'll know just what to expect 
from AMT. There are 23 panels on 
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the main instruction sheet, dealing 
with the construction, positioning 
and painting of all the parts. A small 
separate sheet has a short history 
(written in a slightly over-dramatic 
way presumably for the American 
market) as well as a painting and 
decal positioning guide and a page 
of warnings and Building tips for 
the advanced modeller 1 . 

All very straightforward, clearly 
marked and easy to follow. 

Construction 

One of these days I'm actually going 
to build a kit just for me, but not 
today. The bloke I'm building this 
one for (no not Dai this time, bless 
him) has decided that he wants to 
portray his Havoc wheels up and 
flying and as this is catered for in 
the kit I was happy to oblige, so 
some of the stages in the instruction 
sheet could safely be ignored, 
however, the first stages could not: 
the cockpit. 

The kit has the cockpit made up 
of nine pieces with a little raised 



detail and levers, etc which was built 
up and given a coat of interior green 
(FS34151). The wheel bays (had I 
been going to bother with them) 
would have been Zinc Chromate. 

The rear turret and bomb bay 
were next for the green treatment 
and whilst the turret is nicely done, 
the bomb racks and bay structure 
are quite poor, with no details or 
bulkheads to shut off the bay from 
the rest of the interior. 

In fact, apart from the cockpit 
and turret, all of the interior spaces 
are devoid of any detail, including 
the engine nacelles where the main 
undercarriage bays would sit This 
would appear to me to be crying 
out for some detailing work and I 
know that there are some detail sets 
out there. 

The interior parts are given a 
black wash and then dry brushed 
with Zinc Chromate and silver to 
raise the details with the 
instruments painted black with 
white detailing (See Photo 3). 

As this model is going to be on a 




stand 'flying' I had to find some 
people to put in it and a quick 
rummage in the spares box came up 
with a couple of US figures. Suitably 
painted the crew were slotted into 
their respective positions (See Photos 
4 & 5) and along with the wing spar 
and bomb bay, the fuselage halves 
were closed up around them and 
taped up for drying. 

The nose cone goes on next and 
this is made up of three pieces that 
fit together well and fit the fuselage 
contours acceptably too. The kit 
comes with the alternate 20mm 
cannon armament, although there 
are no decals on the sheet for such a 
version. But it would make an 
interesting subject, maybe in 
Russian markings where most of 
the earlier A-20Gs ended up during 
the war. 

Whilst the fuselage was drying I 
set about the wings and tail. The 
wings are made up of their 
respective upper and lower halves 
and these go together nicely with 
the minimum of filing and 



trimming. The injection gates on 
these parts (and the tail pieces) are a 
little large and require careful 
cutting but otherwise everything 
slots together nicely. The same is 
true for the tail unit, made up of 
five pieces, which can be built as a 
separate unit and attached to the 
fuselage as one item. Here the fit of 
the vertical tail and the small dorsal 
fillet was not exact and required a 
tiny smear of filler (Tippex in my 
case) but nothing drastic. 

Next along were the engine 
nacelles and as previously 
mentioned, these are devoid of any 
meaningful detail internally, though 
externally the panelling and details 
are excellent, so I was quite glad I 
was doing these 'closed up'. I did set 
a small bulkhead into each nacelle, 
however, to stop the oil cooler 
intake from being see-through 
when viewed from the front (See 
Photo 7). 

Once more, these bits were set 
aside to dry as I approached the 
next construction stage and right 
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from the off I knew this one was 
going to be tedious. The engine 
cowlings on the A-20G have a 
multitude of humps and bumps all 
over them and these are represented 
in the kit as eighteen little exhaust 
stub fairings, each one of which 
needs to be cut, trimmed and 
hollowed out before being carefully 
positioned and set into place. But 
once that horror is done each 
cowling does look the part, 
especially when the engine, suitably 
painted (See Photo 8), is slotted 
into place. Each engine is nicely 
detailed but not over complicated 
and fits into the cowling perfectly; 
there is also a detail painting guide 
in the instruction sheet for these. 

Now the assemblies were all dry it 
was time to put them together. The 
tail, as I said, needed just a litde 
filler at the dorsal fillet joint but the 
wings needed something more. The 
wings at their root ends are a little 
too thin, leaving a step up onto the 
fuselage, so I cut a couple of 
spreader plates from the sprues and 



attached them to the wing spar, (See 
Photo 9) forcing the upper and 
lower wing surfaces apart by about 
30thou making a much smoother 
join to the fuselage. Crude but 
effective. 

Once everything was together and 
set, it was out with the filler. The 
lower fuselage needed a buttering 
along the centre joint line, as did the 
rear upper joint of the nacelles, but 
once again nothing of any great 
hassle. 

With it all sanded down and 
smooth the canopy was masked off 
and put into position, masking was 
applied to everything that was 
needed and it was time for paint. 

Colour Options 

There are two options in the box, 
Tittle Joe' from the 389th BS, 312th 
BG and 'Little Isadore' from the 89th 
BS, 3rd BG. They are both in Olive 
Drab (FS.34086) and Dark Green 
(FS. 34092) upper surfaces and 
Neutral Grey (FS.36173) undersides. 
'Little Joe* is by far the more 



interesting scheme with a broad 
white stripe around the vertical fin, 
a white ace of spades on the rear 
fuselage and a cute little skull & 
crossboncs on the extreme nose. 

The whole kit was given a coat of 
Halfords Grey Primer (See Photo 
1 0) and set aside overnight before 
the serious painting began. The grey 
primer is a pretty good match for 
the Neutral Grey so just the 
minimum of weathering and 
picking out the panel lines, (Photo 
I I shows the starboard wing pre- 
shading) saw the lower surface 
done, leaving just the greens to do. 

How much of a discussion and how 
much controversy still surrounds 
'Olive Drab? The number of 
references that disagree over the actual 
colour is astonishing. Considering it 
has a federal stock code it should be 
straightforward but as with anything 
to do with the interpretation of old 
photographs, it ain't. 

I opted for a rather 'green' 
looking Olive Drab, hoping to get 
the feel of the faded, well worn, look 



after the Pacific sun had had its way 
with the finish for some time. 1 
think I may have gone a little too 
green but it's still pleasing to look at 
so 1 left it. The dark green edging 
was applied and all the panels given 
a quick dust of green pastels at the 
centres, (See Photo I 2) and dark 
grey along the joints to give a bit of 
life to the surfaces. Then a liberal 
application of paint chips, especially 
along the wing and tail leading 
edges was applied prior to some 
exhaust staining and black pastels 
brushed into the control surface 
hinges. 

The whole kit was then given a 
gloss coat in preparation for the 
decals(See Photo 13). 

Decals 

The two options on this sheet are 
well printed by ScanMaster, they are 
in near perfect register and show 
good colour definition of density. 

These decals take some time to 
come free of the backing paper and 
when they do the adhesive has that 
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strange murky blue look to it, I 
know they say that this will dry 
clear, but I like to rinse the decal in 
clean water and let the Micro Set do 
the gluing. On application the 
decals move around easily yet settle 
down well and react perfectly with 
the Microscale solutions. The 
options on the sheet are both 
representative of Pacific Havocs and 
both have some character to them 
but as I said earlier, the 312th BS, 
389th BG with the skull and 
crossbones on the extreme nose, is 
easily the more interesting (See 
Photo 14). 

Decal Rating = 9/10. 

Final Assembly 

Once the decals and the setting 
solutions had thoroughly dried out I 
fitted all the little bits I'd previously 
left off for fear of damaging them, 
these included the radio mast and 
DF loop aerial, gun barrels, bomb 
bay doors and the pitot tube on top 
of the fin (this last item I made 
from a small piece of 40thou 




plasticard as there is not one in the 
kit. Tut, Tut, AMT). After a couple 
of coats of Humbrol matt enamel 
spray (my favourite finish) I fitted 
the radio aerial wire, the turret 
transparency and the rear fuselage 
windows and hatches, to make it 
'job done* 

Accuracy 

The kit measures 388mm in span 
and 305mm in length, which scales 
up to 18.62m x 14.64m. The real 
thing is 18.69m x 14.63m, so by my 
rather crude measuring and 



mathematics, that makes it just 
about spot-on. 

I can't comment on the way this 
aircraft looks on its undercarriage as 
it was put up on a stand, 'flying' but 
if the pictures on the box side are 
anything to go by, it looks just right. 

Conclusion 

■ Good Points: A lot of kit for your 
money. Accurate and well 
moulded, good markings and 
decal choice. Easy to build. 
• Bad Points: Lack of detail in and 
around the bomb bay and wheel 
wells. There is a lot of talk at the 
moment of how expensive our 
hobby is becoming but at this 
kind of price (£14.99), however 
you look at it, this is 'good value'. 
I was a little disappointed that I 
had to model this Havoc, wheels up, 
as the oleos, wheels and tyres are 
moulded very nicely and I do like 
the way the Havoc looks on its 
tricycle undercarriage. This means I 
didn't get to use some of the bits in 
the box, but even so I have 



absolutely no hesitation in 
recommending this kit to anyone 
and everyone with even the slightest 
interest in this type. 

There are rumours going around 
that this kit is about to be reissued 
under a different label. Whoever is 
going to continue making this 
Havoc is to be congratulated 
because this model is worth every 
penny and well worth the effort.

No.307 (Night Fighter) 
Squadron was the only Polish 
squadron equipped with 
Defiant night fighters during WWII. 
Deliveries of this type commenced in 
the autumn of 1940 and some of 
them were still in use as late as 
September 1941, even though most 
had been replaced with the Bristol 
Beaufighter. For two years, between 
April 1941 and April 1943, No.307 
Squadron was based at Exeter 
airfield. The sole surviving Defiant 
Mk I, EW*D, N1671, exhibited at the 
RAF Museum, Hendon, served with 
No.307 Squadron between 
September 1940 and June 1941. It 
must be said however, that the 
present finish of N1671, especially 
the colour and size and shape of the 
code letters (EW«D) does not reflect 
its original wartime appearance. It is 
not even proven that N1671 ever 
wore 'D' as its individual code letter 
during its time with the squadron? 
To date just one No.307 Squadron 
Defiant Mk I has been fully 
portrayed, thanks to recently 
discovered photographs that covered 
the period in which the squadron 



operated from Exeter. It turned out 
that several squadron members had a 
photographic session in late April 
1941 while at Exeter airfield, and 
some of these photographs even 
found their way to the British 
girlfriends of the Polish pilots! All of 
these photographs were taken with 
Defiant N3437, EW-K in the 
background. Much confusion was 
created a few years ago when an 
article in the Polish magazine 
Aeroplan 3(14)/97 appeared, 
suggesting that the aircraft might 
have been painted in a curious all 
black undersurfaces and Dark 
Green/Dark Earth upper surfaces 
scheme. This, it was claimed, was 
because it had only been partly 
overpainted from an earlier 
camouflage scheme (Sky 
undersurface and Dark Green/ Dark 
Earth upper surfaces) to the then 
standard, RDM.2A Special Night 
scheme. Close examination of the 
photographs included in this article 
do not confirm this, in the authors 
opinion, and at least one photograph 
clearly shows an all-black aircraft 
with grey individual code letter K 



aul DeU 





and dark red N3437 serial number. 
What was misidentified as 
'camouflage' was most probably well 
worn, faded and stained (with fuel 
and grease) black RDM.2A or 
DTD.308 paint. I have therefore 
decided to paint my model all black 
and to simulate heavy weathering. 

The Model 

Several Defiant kits in 1/72 scale 
were released recently, all of them 



originating from the Czech 
Republic! These were from Czech 
Master Resin, Pavla and, recently, 
MPM. On top of these you also have 
to consider the ancient kit from 
Airfix and the limited-edition 
example from Pegasus. Comparing 
them all, 1 decided that the MPM 
model seems to be the most 
accurate. The new short-run 
technology introduced by MPM's 
toolmakers allows finesse of surface 
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detail similar to that of the newest 
Japanese mass production kits. Also, 
the quality of small detail parts was 
considerably improved. That said, 
there is still scope for aftermarket 
manufacturers to produce detail and 
update sets for this kit. 

The model is packed in the usual 
MPM style of box showing two 
No.264 Squadron Defiants in flight 
(See Photo I ). There are two grey 
and one transparent sprues of 
limited-run injection moulded 
plastic (See Photos 2 & 3), the 
latter including the cockpit and 
turret transparencies. Clear 
instructions and a decal sheet 
providing three alternative colour 
schemes and stencilling are also 
included. For my project I also used 
the Airwaves set #AC7287, 
purchased some ten or more years 
ago, and an instrument panel 
produced some time ago by the 
Czech company Aerodetail B&B 
Vsetin (See Photo 4). 

Construction 

1 started with the cockpit interior. 
This was constructed from a 




mixture of kit, photo-etched parts 
(See Photo $) and copper wire etc. 
Airwaves instrument panel, painted 
black, was supplemented with gauge 
faces individually cut out from the 
Aerodetail sheet (See Photo 6). 

The finished and weathered 
cockpit floor/seat/bulkhead 
sub-assembly and instrument panel 
are shown in Photo 7. 1 then glued 
the instrument panel to the 



starboard fuselage half (See Photo 
8), while securing the 
floor/seat/bulkhead to the port half 
(See Photo 9). Photo 1 0 shows two 
fuselage halves prior to gluing them 
together. While the fuselage halves 
were still drying, 1 added the rear 
cockpit bulkhead, shelf and 
supports (See Photo 1 1 ). 

Since I planned to build the 
model with dropped flaps, I turned 




my attention to the wings next. Kit 
flaps were cautiously separated from 
the wings by means of a scalpel (See 
Photo 12). New flaps were 
constructed from Airwaves parts as 
per their instructions (See Photo 
I 3 ). Since they were designed for 
the Airfix kit, they demanded some 
corrective trimming here and there, 
but this was no major problem. The 
installed flaps are shown in Photo 
14. In this photo you can also see 
the wings and tailplane assembled to 
the fuselage, as well as some detail 
parts like the pitot tube, antenna 
masts and radiators already attached. 
All of these assemblies were filled 
with Green Stuff putty wherever 
necessary, sanded smooth and put 
aside for the painting session. 

Next came the propeller/spinner 
assembly. This was cemented 
together and when dry, the spinner 
was painted dark red while the 
propeller blade tips were painted 
yellow. These were then masked off 
prior to painting them black (See 
Photo 15). 

While these were drying I turned 
my attention to that prominent 
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Defiant turret. There are enough kit 
parts to build a reasonable replica of 
the turret, but I decided to add 
some photo-etched parts like seat 
belts, gauges, copper wire levers, a 
new seat assembly, gun sight etc. 
These, already painted, are shown in 
Photo 16, while the assembled 
turret is shown in Photo 17. 

From the moment I glued that 
turtleback part (#B4) to the 
fuselage, I knew there was 
something wrong with it, but I did 
not know what? Only when 1 tried 
to insert the pre-built turret did 1 
realised that the turtle-back is 3mm 
too long. This meant that it was not 
only impossible to insert the turret, 
but it also completely ruined all the 
rear fuselage proportions. This error 
was confirmed by comparison with 
a number of published scale plans, 
including those published in the 
Vol. 9 Iss. 4 edition of this 
magazine, which I reduced to 
l/72nd scale. There was no way 
round it but to mark a cutting line 
(See Photo 18) and then carefully 
cut out the unwanted section. 
The windshield and rear part of 



cockpit canopy were prepared from 
the kit parts, while the sliding 
section of the canopy was formed 
from clear acetate sheet. All the 
canopy frames were made from 
Tamiya masking tape painted black 
and cut to thin strips on a piece of 
glass (See Photo 19). 

Then came the undercarriage 
assembly. The kit parts were 
improved by the addition of the 
Airwaves photo-etched items and 
copper wire. The tyres were painted 
'tyre black' while the hubs were 
painted Tamiya black (See Photo 
20). These assemblies were then 
glued into the undercarriage bays and 
some more copper hydraulic piping 
was added (See Photo 21 & 22). The 
antenna masts and pitot tube were 
the last items to be attached to the 
model (See Photo 23). 

Painting 

If one paints a model all black you 
have to be prepared for a lot of mess 
due to the black paint particles 
spraying all around your modelling 
area. For that reason I prepared a kind 
of painting booth from a cardboard 



box, into which all the parts and 
sub-assemblies were placed for 
spraying (See Photo 24), They were 
then all sprayed matt black with 

Tamiya acrylic paint (See Photo 2$). 

The particular machine I was 
building had a six-stub exhaust 
system, which I thankfully found in 
my spares box. Painting and 
weathering on the model was 
carried out as shown in Photo 26. 
The cockpit windshield and canopy 
were installed and weathered later 
(See Photo 27). 

The model was decaled with a 
mix of kit decals (RAF national 
insignia and stencilling) plus 
squadron code letters from the Pavla 
kit, Techmod Polish chessboards and 
Modeldecal red serial numbers. The 
whole model was then heavily 
weathered with the use of grey and 
rusty pastels. Chipping was done 
with the use of a Staedtler silver 
ballpoint pen. Details of weathering 
are shown in Photo 28 (wings) and 
Photo 29 (rear fuselage). The model 
was then given a coat of Pactra Clear 
Matt overall. The finished model is 
shown in Photos 30 to 40. 



Conclusion 

There is no doubt that this is the 
best l/72nd scale model of the 
Defiant so far, which is good as I 
don't think we can expect more 
Defiant kits in this scale in near 
future. Apart for the turtleback 
problem described above, there were 
no major problems with the 
assembly of this model. This 
comment even extends to the use of 
the Airwaves photo-etched detail 
set, which was actually designed for 
the Airfix kit!

This is the first in a new series of 
monographs from Kagero entitled 
Legends of Aviation and they are 
offered in the more usual A4 format. 
As normal with Kagero, this series of 
books will come with a free decal 
sheet, offering both 1 /72nd and 
I /48th scale options. Basically this 
book, and the series, looks at a 
person or group of people who are 
historically significant in aviation 
history. This title looks at all the 
German aces who flew during WWI. 
The text is split 50/50 per page into 
English and Polish, and all photo 
captions are also offered in both 
languages. The coverage has been 
split down to deal with both specific 
aircraft types and unit, with the aces 
of each covered in turn. The title 
therefore starts with the Fokker E.III, 



as the first real fighter of the war, 
then moves on to deal with the aces 
of lasta Boelcke, the Von Richthofen 
brothers (Loather and Manfred), 
Jasta 2,11,17 etc. Within each of 
these groups, with the exception of 
that on the Von Richthofen brothers, 
each ace is charted with a full history 
of his life and service career as well 
as details of the kills he achieved. 
This title is illustrated throughout 
with a large number of period black 
and white photographs of both the 
men and their machines. Due to the 
unequal nature of two languages, this 
does mean that the photos are often 
not in the correct* location in 
comparison with the text, but overall 
it still reads very well. The centre 
spread of this title is a gatefold 
section and on it are colour side 
profiles of the Albatros D.Va, SSW 
D.III and Albatros W.4 as well as 
clear colour diagrams of both four- 
and five-colour lozenge fabric with 
the applicable Methuen colour 
reference for each colour. 

This is a great title and this new

series certainly bodes well. It is 
ideally suited to the aviation 
enthusiast and modeller and can 
therefore be recommended to all 
WWI aviation fans.

Well, having just made mention of 
the reissue of the title on Airfix kits, 
here is the story from the other side 
of the Atlantic with this new title 
on Revell construction kits. As with 
the Airfix title this one charts the 
rise of the Revell brand, and its 
tie-in with AMT, Monogram and 
Aurora. Like Airfix who started out 
injecting things like combs and 
washing-up bowls, RevelFs first 
brand name product was a lady's 
compact produced in WWII! From 
this Revell went through the toy era 
during post-WWII and finally with 
the release of the ex-Action 
Miniatures series of toy cars which 
were converted into construction 
kits and became the Highway 
Pioneers set in the early 1950s. By 
1952 it was obvious that these new 
'construction kits' sold better 
year-on-year than any of the 
previous toys, which tended to be 
'seasonal* in their sales, so the move 
towards establishing the Revell 



brand in the 'authentic kit' market 
started. The USS Missouri was the 
first kit Revell produced in-house 
and their first aircraft model was 
the Lockheed F-94 Starfire, followed 
by the F7U Cutlass and F9F Cougar. 
All of the various models developed 
and marketed by Revell in the 
boom period of the 1950s are 
included with lots of images of box 
art and advertising material. The 
1960s saw the need to expand the 
subjects being covered in kit form 
and this led to the development of 
others subjects like hot-rods, 
monsters, sci-fi and rocketry. This 
era also saw the second generation 
of aircraft kits in l/72nd scale, 
kicked off by the Boeing B-17F 
'Memphis Belle*. By the late 1960s 
Revell went a step further with 
aircraft kits and launched their 
range of l/32nd scale kits. By the 
early- 1970s the war situation in 
Vietnam and the threat of oil 
shortages meant that the buoyant 
market in the US for models burst 
and this was further compounded 
by the death in 1972 of Revells 
founder, Lew Glaser. The company 
was run by his wife but by the 
mid-1970s profits were dwindling 
as this was the time when the first 



video games arrived in the USA and 
in 1980 Revell Inc. was purchased 
by French toy manufacturer 
Compagnie General du Jouet of the 
Rothschild Group. This was to mark 
the start of a period of 20+ years of 



r 
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constant sale and change, as in 1986 
it was sold once again, this time to 
the Odyssey Partners of New York 
who also purchased Monogram 
Models at the same time. Because 
Monogram had acquired Aurora in 
1977, this now meant that all three 
of the big names in American 
modelling were under one roof! 



This was not to last and in 1994 
Revell-Monogram Inc was 
purchased by Hallmark Cards Inc 
who held on to the company for 
seven years and in 2001 sold it once 
again, this time to Alpha 
International, a toy and die-cast 
collectibles manufacturer. Who 
knows what the future holds for 
Revell-Monogram Inc! This title is 
concluded with appendices that list 
the sort of prices you can expect to 
pay for certain classic Revell kits 
and a complete list of every kit 
manufactured by Revell by decade, 
once again with their current 
'collectors' prices. 

This is an ideal title for the 
modeller and one that I know has 
already sold very well. It is certainly 
a must for anyone interested in this 
manufacturer or modelling in 
general. It is the best one-point 
reference book on Revell, and in 
fact probably the only one you will 
ever need.
